Membership Denied

[Interview with suspected Red Brigade member Leandro Barozzi by Correspondent 
Jairo Ortiz Campo, in the Cali office of EL ESPECTADOR, 1 February 1982] 


[Text] Cali, 2 February--An Italian citizen, Leandro Barozzi, accused of 
being a member of the Red Brigades and supposed to have participated in the 
kidnaping of Aldo Moro, maintained yesterday that he will report to the Colom- 
bian authorities to explain his situation, because he trusts the impartiality 
of the Supreme Court. 


In an interview granted to this correspondent, Barozzi denied being a member 
of the Red Brigades and said that he has nothing to do with the acts attrib- 
uted to him. He also revealed that, because he is a friend of Antonio Negri, 
there is an attempt to involve him in that terrorist group, in order to obtain 
his extradition for the purpose of being sentenced.

He flatly denied having tried to flee, because he stated: "I have enough con- 
fidence in Colombian justice with regard to the extradition process. I am 
ready to report to the Colombian authorities as long as I am certain of the 
legal-political impartiality of the Colombian State." 


Moreover, it was flatly denied yesterday that the Supreme Court of Justice 
does not have in its possession the request for extradition from the Italian 
Embassy. According to what was ascertained, the papers reached the criminal 
appeal division of the court as early as Tuesday of last week, but this news- 
paper refrained from publishing it while awaiting confirmationof several facts. 


The Interview 


Leandro Barozzi, professor in engineering, 38 years old and born in Rome 
(Italy), whom the authorities of that country are seeking at present because 
of his supposed participation in activities of the Red Brigades. For this 
reason, the Embassy of Italy in Colombia has requested extradition. 


Barozzi arranged a meeting with this reporter in the offices of EL ESPECTADOR 
in Cali, in order to make an account-statement of what, according to him, has 
happened to him since the Rome authorities issued an arrest warrant against 
him. At the same time he attributed the search and now the request for his 
extradition made of the Colombian authorities by the Embassy of Italy in Co- 
lombia to matters predominantly of a political nature. 





Statement 


Nervous because of a possible arrest, without first being able to talk with an 
attorney, fearing that he would be arrested and sent immediately to Rome where, 
he pointed out, his trial is being prepared, which he regarded as a "conspir-~ 
acy," because, he noted, at no time has he had anything to do with the activi- 
ties of the Red Brigades terrorist group in Italy, Leandro Barozzi started the 
dialogue. 


"I am not a member of the Red Brigades. I have never had anything to do with 
any person in that terrorist group and I waged a battle against terrorist ac- 
tivities precisely in a Rome newspaper for which I wrote," Leandro Barozzi 

? stated with his natural Italian accent as he smoked a cigarette. 


"The Italian police are looking for me, but for definitely political questions. 
They are not seeking me because of robbery, kidnaping, homicide, terrorism, 

and so on. Moreover, I am in Colombia with an official visa. I did not ob- 
tain it with bribes or influence. The passport and the visa are clean,” the 
Italian added. 


Account 


"But, then, concretely, why are the Rome authorities looking for you and why 
is there a warrant out for your arrest?" this reporter asked him. Leandro 
Barozzi stated his point of view as follows: 
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Facsimile of Leandro Barozzi's diploma accrediting him 
as a sanitary enginecr, a copy of which is among the 
documents that he submitted for his contract as a pro- 
fessor in the University of El Valle. 


"I was part of the list of writers for a periodical called ROSSO (RED, in Eng- 
lish). It was a legal periodical that circulated with authorization by the 
court of Milan and at no time was it a question of an underground publication. 
When I began to write articles, this periodical had already been in circula- 
tion for 5 years, and then it was regarded as a movement periodical that at- 
tempted to gather the behavior of young Italians in the years 1975 and 1978, 
which, as everyone knows, were the hardest years for our country. But the 
periodical had nothing to do with the Red Brigades. I engaged in politics, 














but very different from terrorism. And we made up a group that criticized 
the ‘illegality of masses.’ which, in Spanish, is like censuring those who 
do not pay for their electricity service, trespass on privately owned iand 
or conduct strikes in front of factory facilities," Barozzi stated, and added: 


"I wrote for 3 years in that periodical. In addition, I was very friendly 

with the major person involved in the 7 April 1979 trial, that is to say the 
trial of Prof Antonio Negri, who was full professor of state doctrine in the 
University of Padua. They arrested him on'7 April 1979, accusing him of having 
planned the Red Brigades and of being their leader and the direct perpetrator 
of Aldo Moro's kidnaping. I can tell you, by the way, that I knew the profes- 
sor like a brother and that he had nothing to do with that." 


Details 


"Then, what is the origin of the assumption that you are involved in this whole 
process and what do you intend to do now that the Italian Embassy has requested 
your extradition of the Ministry of Foreign Relations?" the writer asked. 


Leandro Barozzi stated the following in detail: "First, because I was writing 
in the periodical ROSSO. Second, because of my friendship with Prof Antonio 
Negri, and, third, because of the testimony of a ‘'repentant' terrorist, like 
Carlo Fiorone, who is being tried in Italy for homicide, kidnaping and other 
crimes and who has been informed by the authorities that they will lower his 
sentence, if he makes names of enemies of the state or members of the Red Bri- 
gades known. 


"Then, my friendship with Antonio Negri became, in the mouth of the “repentant' 
terrorist, Carlo Fivrone, close to the top leaders of the terrorist organiza- 
tion. In that whole trial, which the Italian authorities are pursuing on the 
7 April affair and which consists of some 15,000 pages, there barely are two 
small lines on Leandro Barozzi and they have been sufficient for issuing a 
warrant for my arrest for insurrection. 


"Moreover, no member of the Red Brigades escapes abroad or lives in other coun- 
tries. And, on my part, I state that the Administrative Department of Security 
(DAS) called me 3 months ago and interrogated me on whether or not I was carry- 
ing on political activity in Colombia. I answered them with a categorical no, 
because it is true. The point is that, after this interrogation, the DAS gave 
me a certificate of good conduct that I needed for renewing my visa." 


Fugitive? 


And how did this whole 'nightmare' begin for Leandro Barozzi who cannot return 
to Italy, whose extradition has been requested by the embassy of that country 
in Colombia so that he can stand trial and then--according to him--have to 
serve a 15-year sentence, who practically does not know now what to do or where 
to go out of fear that he will be sent to Rome without first having talked 

with an attorney who will defend him? 


According to Leandro Barozzi's account, it all started, as he remarked at the 
beginning, when he was on vacationiin Luxembourg (Federal Repubiic of Germany 




















[sic]), after he had served as a teacher in a Rome high school. At that time, 
his parents informed him, from Rome, that he was being sought diligently by 
the Authorities in Rome and that an arrest warrant and an “arrest summons" 
had been issued against him as part of the famous 7 April case. 


"Because I had little money in Luxembourg, I bought the cheapest air ticket 

to some LatinAmericancountry. It was then that I arrived at Bogota and later 
at Cali. I have been living here for a year and a half. A year ago, I began 
to work in the University of El Valle, until 1500 hours Monday afternoon, when 
the students, who esteem me much, asked me for details on the news published 

in EL ESPECTADOR in that day's issue, in addition to several radio news items." 


What Is Coming 


In the opinion of Leandro Barozzi, he practically "expected" this to happen, 
but, he pointed out, in “other terms."" He stated that he should like to make 
his defense before his country's authorities, but he pointed out that at least 
they would sentence him to 6 or 10 years, "all because I have my political 
philosophy, but at no time because I belong to any terrorist group, or have 
committed a crime, because all that is false, precisely because I do not agree 
with terrorism,” Barozzi said. 


In his dialogue with this reporter, on Monday night, in the editorial offices 
of EL ESPECTADOR, Leandro Barozzi, who pointed out his “experience” and "activ- 
ities" as a newsman, emphasized ti:it he would have liked to stay in Cali, to 
work calmly in the university, where he has friends, in his attempt to "forget" 
the nightmare that it has fallen his lot to live. 


Leandro Barozzi had come to an agreement with this reporter that no photographs 
would be taken of him. This was complied with for producing this article. 

He stated that he does not know "what is coming." DAS in this city, through 
several officials with whom trisreporter talked, says that it is going ahead 
with an investigation in this connection. Barozzi stated that DAS has his 
address and telephone number and knows where he works. There is expectation 
in the University of El Valle and more specifically where Barozzi taught sani- 
tary engineering. The rector's office, in turn, announces the issuance of 

a communique in the next few hours in this connection. Barozzi says that he 
will go to the university to give his students an examination. Morning radio 
news broadcasts state that Leandro Barozzi left for Bogota. 


When Barozzi took leave, he stated that he will report to the Colombian author- 
ities to clarify the situation, but after having talked with an attorn2y. Ner- 


vousness and even some sadness were observed on his face. 


Summary 


According to Leadro Barozzi, there ar accusations on Prof Antonio Negri, be- 
cause he was serving as professor of state doctrine, in addition to the fact 
that he was a political researcher. Therefore, now the testimony of those 
whom Barozzi called "repentant" has been used to keep Negri in prison, in ad- 
dition to the fact that ali the assistants and members of the Department of 
State Doctrine in the University of Padua have been arrested under accusatiun 
of armed insurrection. 























Barozzi also maintained that by keeping Prof Antonio Negri in prisonan attempt 
is being made to discredit 10 years of political struggle by this professor 

of political science. Barozzi pointed out that Negri is known internationally 
for his philosophy, ideas and messages. 


Barozzi emphasized the fact that it was precisely his great friendship with 
Prof Antonio Negri that led to the issuance of a warrant for his arrest, be- _ 
cause, he said, even his assistants and other associates in the department 

of political doctrine have been arrested by the authorities for supposed com- 
plicity. 


Suspect Disappears 
Bogota EL TIEMPO in Spanish 3 Feb 82 pp 1-A, 6-A 


[Text] An Italian citizen, Leandro Barozzi, accused of terrorism and member- 
ship in the Red Brigades in Italy, disappeared yesterday in the city of Cali 
in what appears to be the beginning of living underground. 


Barozzi, an instructor in the Department of Chemical and Biological Processes 
in the Division of Engineering of the University of El Valle, had not reported 
as of 1700 hours yesterday, to the Colombian Ministry of Foreign Relations, 

in Bogota, or to the Administrative Department of Security, or to the diplo- 
matic representative of his country in the capital of the Republic, as he had 
announced in the University of El Valle, according to a dispatch from the EL 
TIEMPO correspondent in Cali, Alvaro Caicedo. 


The accusations against Barozzi published in the press alerted the supposed 
terrorist who had sufficient time to plan and execute an escape that seems 
to have been carried off without any trouble, together with his wife Lanci. 


On the other hand, in Bogota, the national director of DAS [Administrative 
Department of Security, Dr Manuel Guillermo Silva, tsid EL TIEMPO that Leandro 
Barozzi was legally a resident on Colombian territory. 


Barozzi entered the country at the city of Ipiales and was registered as a 
resident alien in the Cali section office of the DAS. There, in accordance 
with the administrative procedure of that institution, Barozzi appears in the 
files with his photograph that Cali was requested to send yesterday by the 
DAS director. 


All the sources consulted yesterday by EL TIEMPO stated the belief that Barozzi 
is already outside Colombia. In fact, it is regarded as unlikely that the 
Italian will report to his country's embassy where he is accused of membership 
in the Red Brigades and acts of terrorism. 


It is also unlikely that he will make himself available to the Colombian Min- 
istry of Foreign Relations or to the Administrative Department of Security, 
because Barozzi has had an opportunity to learn, through news items in the 
press, about a supposed extradition request submitted by Italy to the govern- 
ment of Colombia. 

















Possession Without Requirements 


Leandro Barozzi took over his post as instructor in the Department of Chemical 
and Biological Processes in the Division of Engineering of the University of 
El Valle without fulfilling the basic requirements in this kind of work. 


According to what a reliable source told EL TIEMPO, there is no resume or pho- 
tograph of the supposed terrorist and Italian Red Brigade member. When Barozzi 
took possession of his post, requirements such as recommendations and personal 
references were also omitted. 


What Barozzi Is Like 





Cali, 2 February (By Alvero Caicedo)--Leandro Barozzi, the Italian citizen 
accused of belonging to the Red Brigades, went underground after announcing 

in the University of El Valle that he would go to Bogota to report to his coun- 
try's embassy. 


Neither the diplomatic mission, nor the Ministry of Foreign Relations, nor 
the DAS in Bogota had received a visit yesterday by the enigmatic foreigner. 


Barozzi signed a contract as instructor in the Department of Engineering of 
the University of El Valle on 15 March 1981. He was assigned to the section 
of Chemical and Biological Processes of the Division of Engineering. 


Jose Gers, secretary of the university, said that the post held by Barozzi 
has not been filled again, because the Italian's contract is effective until 
15 March of this year and there are no charges against him justifying his dis- 
missal. 


Gers stated to EL TIEMPO that Barozzi, born in Rome on 7 August 1943, is a 
man of youthful appearance, talented and excellent as a teacher. 


He usually dresses like the students in the university: in shirt sleeves and 
with a knapsack in which books and documents are carried. He always appeared 
to be calm and never gave rise to suspicions on possible political inclina- 
tions. According to Gers, Barozzi was never involved in any kind of student 
agitation. All this in spite of the fact that it fell his lot to experience 
difficult times in the university, obliging the academic authorities to take 
special measures. There never was an accusation against him. 


Barozzi, married to a lady named Lanci, graduated in 1969 as a chemical en- 
gineer. He had several jobs in Milan between 1962 and 1969. 


When he disappeared mysteriously in the city of Cali, he had his residence 
in apartment 303, Block 36, of the Santiago Residence Unit in Cali, in the 
southern part of the city. This housing complex is occupied by middle-class 
families. 


Barozzi's salary.was modest, according what several persons said, but he had 
enough to survive decently, because he was economical in his expenditures and 
did have to lay out much. 














Barozzi's telephone did not answer yesterday. It is believed that the man 
decided to flee with his wife, because he had no children. The neighbors know 
little about his life, because he was homeloving and did not go beyond the 
daily greeting. 


Jose Gers said finally: "We hope that he will come back to the university."

NORWEGIAN GAS SHIPMENTS POSSIBLE THROUGH SWEDEN TO CONTINENTAL EUROPE

[Excerpt] The ministerial council for the Nordic countries discussed in its 
meeting the comprehensive report concerning energy cooperation in the 
Northern Cap area. According to information, with commercial exploitation 
gas deposits on the continental shelf of northern Norway will bring consid- 
erable numbers of ventures into the Northern Cap area. 


Presently, the deposits still considered as promising are being studied by 
Norway and Sweden. The Swedes have rapidly started to investigate possi- 
bilities of building a gas pipeline from northern Norway through Sweden to 
continental Europe. However, Norway's Energy Minister Vidkunn Hveding 
regards the shipment of gas through Sweden with some reservation. 


Hveding emphasized that commercial deposits have not yet been found. He 
said that both the carrying by ship from the north, as well as the use of a 
collector pipe in the sea are still under consideration as alternatives. 
Hveding gives credit to the Swedes for having made preparation work early. 


According to the Swedish minister of energy, Ingemar Eliasson, the overland 
shipping of gas across Sweden is a very realistic alternative. Eliasson 
thinks that Norwegian gas is increasing interest in gas all over Sweden, and 
he also considers the procurement of gas from the Soviet Union through 
Finland and under the Gulf of Bothnia as a practicable aiternative. "For 
Sweden, it is completely possible to get gas from some third source, now 
since the agreement with Denmark on gas ventures has been made," said 
Minister Eliasson. 


Decisions by Sweden Next Fall 


The recent gas finds in the Arctic Ocean have made the project of a gas 
pipeline being brought across Sweden and Denmark to continental Europe even 
more interesting, according to Sweden's minister of industry, Nils Asling. 
He said that this approximately 2,000-kilometer long pipeline, according to 
preliminary estimates, would cost about 25 billion kronor and would provide 
about 4,000 jobs over a 4-year period. 





According to a preliminary schedule, the pipeline would be completed in 19990. 
But according to Asling, this assumes that decisions on the direction of the 
pipeline are made by this fall. 


Decisions on actual construction would be possible after the environmental 
protection authorities have approved the planned route. This could take 
place in the fall of 1984. At that time financing of the pipeline would 
have to be decided, Asling said. 


A gas pipeline leading from Norway was discussed in 1980 between the prime 
ministers of Sweden and Norway at their meeting in Harpsund. Since then, 
preliminary planning has progressed particularly rapidly, said Asling. And 
just now, 75 million markkas have been appropriated for planning of the pro- 
ject, and just ahead there will be a study of three possible pipeline routes 
from Hammerfest southward. 


The planning carried out in Sweden only concerns the territory of that coun- 
try. On the other hand, the Danes are themselves responsible for planning 
the requirements for the part of the pipeline across Denmark. The share in 
the gas project of the Swedes and the Danes would be exclusively limited to 
building the pipe for Central Europe consumption. The Norwegians, on the 
other hand, would be responsible alone for marketing of the gas, said Asling. 


He emphasized the necessity of making of decisions rapidly, so that the pipe 
itself would be ready by 1990, the year in which the Norwegians have esti- 
mated as the time when gas will begin to flow in useful amounts. Fear that 
the building of the pipe would be wrongly sited has in recent times been 
clearly reduced, since new finds have continuously been made in the northern 
areas. 


Participating at the meeting of the Nordic energy ministers were the Danish 
energy minister, Poul Nielsen, Finnish Minister of Commerce and Industry 
Pirkko Tyolajarvi, who chaired the meeting, Icelandic Industry Minister 
Hjoleifur Guttormsson, Norwegian Oil and Energy Minister Vidkunn Hveding and 
Swedish Minister of Energy Ingemar Eliasson.

OIL CONSUMPTION DECLINES BY SIX PERCENT

[Text] Consumption of imported oil has dropped again. According to data 
gathered by the Oil Sector Central Association, consumption went down last 
year by about 6 percent. 


The total sale of imported oil last year was 10.5 million tons. During the 
last 2 years, sales have declined altogether by 13 percent, or 1.6 million 
tons. At the same time, consumption of energy in both years has grown by 

1 percentage point. The main reason for reduction of oil consumption is the 
realization of success from energy conservation measures. Other factors are 
the substitution of oil by other fuels and, to some extent, also by elec- 
tricity. This trend was especially demonstrated last year, the association 
confirmed. 


Last year, the share of oil in the country's energy consumption was 42 per- 
cent, or 3 percentage points less than that of the previous year. The share 
of oil in our national energy balance has declined in the area of electricity 
production. 


The sale of gasoline rose last year by 0.7 percent over the previous year. 
Although the number of cars in Finland has grown by nearly 250,000 since 
1975, gasoline consumption is now again at the level of 1975. 


The reduction of consumption is connected on one hand to technical develop- 


ments, and on the other hand to the rising taxes on gasoline, the association 
judged. The decline in the sale of gasoline is partly explained by the 
strong increase in consumption of kerosene. 


The sale of diesel oil last year grew by a full 2 percent. According to the 
association estimate, about half of this was due to consumers making advance 
purchases in December to beat the price increase. 


Consumption of light fuel oils is estimated to have declined last year by 
about 10 percent. Deliveries of heavy fuel oils for domestic consumption 
declined by 9 percent. 


The market share of oil in new detached houses became smaller. Last year, 
the share of detached homes built having heat supplied mainly from oil was 


not quite 10 percent. However, the stabilizing price trend at the end of the 
year indicates a returning to oil as a favored heating method.

SAUDI OIL IMPORTS STOPPING--Neste, the state oil firm, is ending the importation 
of crude oil from Saudi Arabia. The three-year agreement with the Saudis is 
expiring, and negotiations for its renewal have been suspended. An objective of 
this action is to concentrate purchasing of oil more upon the Soviet Union. Trade 
between the Soviet Union and Finland has been badly in deficit for the Soviet 
Union, and by transferring purchases to the east, Finland will be able to lower 
this deficit for the Soviet Union. Formerly, Neste contracted for two million 
tons of crude oil a year from Saudi Arabia. This year, contracts for oil from 
the Near East are ending completely, since imports from Iraq and Iran have been 
interrupted due to the war between the two countries. Neste's oil imports this 
year are declining by about a million tons, to 9.5 million tons. Of this amount, 
the Soviet Union will furnish about 85 percent. [Excerpts] [Helsinki HELSINGIN

SOVIET TRADE REPRESENTATIVE SEES PROJECTS WORTH BILLIONS

[Text] The new billion markka figure projects for copper and nickel production 
in the Soviet Union are beginning to see possible realization. A Soviet 
foreign trade representative in Finland, Mikhail Gubanov, said Monday in Hel- 
Sinki that Outokumpu has handed the Soviets its proposals for carrying out new 
projects inside the Soviet Uni. 


According to the proposals submitted by the firm, in the next few years the 
second stage of Norilsk and the so-called Budogan copper production kombinat 

as well as a large alloy plant project would be carried out. Earlier, the 
second stage of Norilsk was estimated to have a value of a couple of billion 
markkas. The exploitation of the copper ore bed at Budogan is a truly gigantic 
project, a production venture worth indeed over 10 billim markkas. 


"Outokumpu has made its proposals to us for new cooperative ventures in the 
Soviet Union. I don't think that we ourselves have plans for all of these, but 
then there weren't previous plans for projects already approved either,” 
Gubanov admitted. According to Gubanov, there is reason to regard with 
‘optimism the chances for the Outokumpu ventures being realized. The first 
copper and nickel smelter at Norilsk built by Outokumpu has been in operation 
now for about six months. 


The approximately 1.7 billion markka copper and nickel facilities in Norilsk 
are the world's largest private-firm copper and nickel smelting installations. 
In the second stage « Norilsk there will be construction of a correspondingly 
complete copper production facility. 


Budogan Is Giant Project 


The Budogan ore mine is located in Siberia near the Baikal area. There sup- 
posedly lie the world's richest seams of copper and various nonferrous ores. 
Gubanuwv has previously said that he favored approving of the plans for the 
Budogan ore projects. 


He estimated that Budogan would be one of the large projects for the next five 
year plan. 
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He also predicted that in this project, as in other so-called remote-site pro- 
jects which the Soviet Union has under study presently, a main method of pro- 
cedure would be that of long-distance cmstruction. In other words, factory 
elements and installations would be built in Finland, and they would then be 
transported to the site for assembly there. 


Gubanov did not outline in any greater detail the dimensions or the nature of 
construction of this second stage for the Budogan project, nor did he provide 
information on details regarding the other facilities. However, he did state 
that what was involved would be a great ore refining ‘acility and construction 
of a metallurgical plant in the area, which has a comparatively small labor 


supply. 


Gubanov predicted that the sites of many new joint ventures in the Soviet Union 
would be inoved farther away from just across the Finnish-Soviet border, although 
there would also continue to be new cooperative ventures along the border, such 
as were discussed in the January meeting of the Economic Commission chairmen. 
Gubanov considered it important to be able to take care of the contract work 
together with technical and other problems connected with actual construction. 


For the Finnish side of the border, Gubanov mentioned the carrying out of such 
projects as joint ventures in the energy area. The joint project in the area 
of nuclear energy was also brought up in the January meeting between Patolichev 
and Karjalainen. The Finnish authorities have stated their readiness to study 
possibilities of procuring two 500-megawatt Loviisa-type reactors, instead of 
a single 1,000 megawatt unit. 


Gubanov stated that it is clearly worth considering the matter, and that it is 
specifically the responsibility of the Finnish consumers and a decision for 
Finns to make. He also stated that acquisition of two 500-megawatt reactors 
would be more advantageous than getting a single 1,000-megawatt reactor, because 
Finnish industry has already good experience with these reactors. 


Similarly, servicing and dependability of production, as well as changing of 
fuel, could be better handled by using two 500-megawatt units, than with a 
Single 1,000-megawatt unit. 


Gubanov, however, stated that the making of final decisions will be a time- 
consuming matter.

ISTAT FIGURES IN UNEMPLOYMENT FOR 1977-1981 ANALYZED 
Rome POLITICA ED ECONOMIA in Italian Feb 82 p 66

[Text] 1.Recent ISTAT [Central Statistics Institute] figures for the fourth 
and most recent 1981 labor survey, made this past October, confirm the 
dramatic aspect of the employment situation. The increase in employment in 
the industrial sector--begun on the wave of a strong productive expansion 
toward the middle of 1979--came to a halt in the spring of 1981 and then 
regressed quite notably (this past October the number of employed persons 
was 1.2 percent less than that recorded in October 1980). This drop in 
employment was doubtless occasioned by decreased productivity, together with 
the lack of that economic element which in the preceding 2 years had compen- 
sated for the trend, characteristic of Italian industry in the given condi- 
tions, towarda reduction in jobs--and it encountered in the massive and 
increasing recourse of enterprises to the Integration Fund a shock absorber 
which limited its significance compared with what is occurring in many of the 
other capitalist countries. In addition to the marked expulsion of labor 
from agriculture (-8.7 percent between October 1980 and October 1981), which 
constitutes a long-term trend, the decrease in industrial employment exceeded 
the increase in employment in services which, toward the middle of this past 
year for the first time since the middle of 1978, caused a regression, even 
though contained, in the number of employed persons in the overall economy. 


Striking and growing, then, was the increase in unemployment during the course 
of the year. Given the seasonal characteristic of the evolution of employment 
and unemployment in the year, the state of these aggregates should be analyzed 
on the basis of a comparison of the corresponding ISTAT figures for several 
years (as, in fact, we did above). Thus, while in January 1981 an increase 

of 0.8 percent in unemployment compared with that in January 1980 was noted, 
last October there was an increase of 21.7 percent over the preceeding October. 
The number of unemployed persons amounted to 2,096,000 and the rate of unemploy- 
ment was 9.1 percent. The composition of this army of unemployed persons is 
of course interesting: 75.4 percent is made up of young people ranging from 
14 to 29 years of age, and of these 41 percent is made up of those who have 
diplomas or degrees. The rate of unemployment also varies notably by sex and 
geographic area: 5.9 percent for men and 15.3 percent for women; 7.2 percent 
for the Central-North area and 13.2 for the South. 
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2. The analysis of the average yearly figures, obtained by taking the average 
of the surveys of the four quarters, (January, April, July, October), makes 

it possible to show some significant trends. The industrial sector gives 
evidence of having suffered notably from the cyclic course of productive 
activity: employment decreased 0.4 percent in 1978 (based on the trend in 
progress for several years), to then increase 0.2 percent in 1979, and 1.6 in 
1980, finally recording a regression of 0.6 percent in 1981 (-45,000 persons). 
The regression that has been in progress for some time in agriculture con- 
tinued and increased considerably: -1.9 percent in 1978, -2.6 in 1979, -2.9 in 
1980, -6.0 in 1981. The services sector maintained an almost steady upward 
employment trend: +2.1 percent in 1978, +3.0 in 1979, +2.7 in 1980, and +2.9 
this past year. Viewing employment in the overall economy, after an increase 
of 0.5 percent in 1978, substantially in line with the trend of the decade, 
one sees an increase of 1.1 percent in 1979, and 1.5 in 1980; in 1981 the rate 
of increase dropped notably, to 0.4 percent (+77,000 persons), leaving 1982 
with a negative heritage. 


In the average of the 1978-1981 4-year period, with an annual gross domestic 
product increase of 2.9 percent, employment increased at an annual rate of 0.8 
percent. From the above mentioned trends, it may be concluded that the accel- 
erated expansion of the 1979-1980 2-year period have not modified the long-term 
trend with regard to the capacity for productive growth and the creation of 
jobs suited to the Italian economy. It has rather accentuated the cyclical 
fluctuation, ending (as we have previously shown) by setting in motion, from 
the point of view of the dynamics of prices and of business abroad, other 
phenomena filled with destabilizing potentialities. 


3. The sharp acceleration which the rise in unemployment experienced in 1981 
emerges also from a comparison of annual averages. The number of those who 
are seeking work went from 1,545,000 persons in 1977 to 1,571,000 in 1978 
(+1.7 percent), to 1,698,000 in 1979 (+8.1 percent), where it stayed the fol- 
lowing year, to then jump to 1,913,000 in the 1981 average (+12.7 percent). 
This increase in unemployment is the result of a modest increase (+2.4 percent) 
of those unemployed persons who previously worked, an increase of 110,000 
persons in search of a first job (+12.4 percent) and 115,000 nonprofessional 
unemployed persons (housewives, students, retirees, etc.). The unemployment 
rate of 7.2 percent in 1977 first rose to 7.7 percent in 1979, and finally to 
8.4 percent in 1981. 


Taking into account the substantial slackness (or very modest increase) foreseen 
for the Italian economy in 1982 and the continuance of a trend toward a rather 
sustained increase in the work force--both because of demographic factors and 

a rise in the rate of female activities forwomen between 20 and 50 years of 
age--it may be stated that unemployment is on the way to increasing signifi- 
cantly in the year that has just begun, both in absolute value and in the per- 
centage of the productive population. 
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The unemployment trend of the past 4 years and the trends in progress abundantly 
confirm the thesis that this stage of the Italian economy (and in general of 

all of the capitalisi Yest) is characterized by a very real structural unemploy- 
ment, and is not reabsorbable, not even with the highest attainable growth fate 
in the given conditions and that in fact a further increase must be discounted. 
The boom of the 1979-1980 2-year period--which, as the previously mentioned 
destabilizing effects show, was beyond the possibilities of our country in the 
given conditions--could not prevent unemployment from going from 1,571,000 
persons in 1978 to 1,698,000 in 1979, to then remain at this level the follow- 
ing year. Then, just as the constraints caused their tightening grip to be 
felt, unemployment rose giddily.

DEN UYL*S PART-TIME JOBS PLAN CRITICIZED

Cure Anything "| 


[vext ] Last week the main points of [Vice Prime ] Minister 
Den Uyl's jobs plan were finally announced. Part-time work 
plays an important role init. but no one delieves that the 
number of unemployed will decrease significantly through 
that. Not even Den Uyl. 


For Den Uyl, part-time work is a choice for lack of anything better. He promised 
a jobs plan, so it had to materialize. His preference is for redistribution of 
labor through decreasing the number of work hours per day or per week, more vaca- 
tion days or early retirement. But that costs money. The employers will have to 
hand in an equivalent part of their salary. The minimum income earners also. 

But Den Uyl promised the latter that they would not be worse off. As for the 
others, the union movement probably won't accept a wage cut either without a 
battle. "Against this background, the cabinet is adopting a restrained attitude 
toward generic. shortening of the work week for the time being, and for 1982 the 
emphasis will be put on promoting part-time labor," Den Uyl had to admit -- un- 
doubtedly to his regret -- in a note -- as yet confidential -- to the Labor 
Foundation. In advance,however, he himself also thinks that the possibilities 
for decreasing unemployment through that are limited. Many had already noted that 
before he had. And rightly. 


The number of part-time jobs has already grown considerably in the past years. 
From 530,900 in 1977 to 673,200 in April 1980. Those numbers do not include those 
in the government and in education. If those are included, one arrives at almost 
800,000 part-time jobs. Eighty percent of those, however, are occupied by married 
women whose husbands also have jobs, and who are trying to keep the family income, 
which is decreasing in purchasing power, at a certain level. Heads of households 
who have to earn a living alone for wife and children usually cannot afford a 
part-time job -- with an equal cut in income -- aside from the question whether 
they would want it. From a recent NIPO [Netherlands [nstitute for Pubiic Opinion] 
poll it appears that only one in ten Netherlanders would consider shorter work 
periods and lower wages; 58 percent want no change in the work period and re- 
numeration and 6 percent even want to work more, naturally for more wages. 
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One cannot expect this to change drastically with Den Uyl's jobs plan. Primarily 
women who do not yet have a job or benefits, and who usually are not registered 

as unemployed in one of the employment bureaus, will probably apply for the part- 
time jobs he wants to create. That probably won't have much of an effect on the 
number -- of 500,000 -- unemployed. Probably not even on the 200,000 youths 

-- those leaving high school -- among those, for whom the part-time job is sup- 
posedly in a large part intended. They have or will get benefits anyway after a 
few months. And it is a big question whether a part-time job will compensate for 
the loss of those benefits. Thought has even been given to giving those who ac- 
cept a part-time job a compensatory subsidy for 5 years in order to get used to 

the lower income from part-time work. Calculations have shown, however that that 
would involve an amount of 4.7 billion guilders. Therefore Den Uyl has been forced 
to abandon that. Now only employers get a subsidy of 4000 guilders when they split 
up a full-time job. 


Whether that will be of any consequence is also extremely doubtful. An experi- 
mental regulation to promote part-time labor already existed. That was initiated 
previously by Minister Albeda (social affairs). Research by scientific in- 
stitutes have shown that this has not had additional effects on the amount of 
part-time labor. That would have increased without subsidies as well. Primarily 
women who were planning to work part time anyway benefitted by that. When they 
had to give up a full-time job due to pregnancy, they thankfully availed them- 
selves of the familiarization subsidy which Minister Albeda did indeed allow 
previously in the framework of the experiment. Hardly any men proved to be wil- 
ling to accept a part-time job, even with a subs*dy. There was hardly any effect 
on the number of unemployed. 


However, Den Uyl does not have to fear great opposition to his striving for more 
part-time jobs. No one is really against it. It may not help’ but it won't hurt 
either, is the general view. But he won't meet a lot of enthusiasm either. The 
Labor Foundation, in which employers and employees are represented, let it be 
known in the “Report on Employment Opportunity and Hours of Work" that no great 
expectations should be entertained of achieving results in reducing unemployment 
in the short term from part-time work. In addition, conditions are attached to the 
promotion of part-time work with respect to the legal status of the part-time 
workers involved. 


In his work opportunity plan, Den Uyl already made it clear, however, that no 
alteration can be made in it in the short term, due to the complexity of the 
subject material. Mr Akkerboom of the FNV [Netherlands Trade Unions Federation | 
consequently is very reticent about part-time labor. "It is seen too much as a 
miracle drug. It could furnish an important contribution in redistributing labor, 
but it is certainly not a cure for all ills. We won't solve the problems through 
part-time work alone. The average work week must be shortened, and part-time work 
is only one component of that." However, he does not let Den Uyl down completely. 
"Ihe enthusiasm to work part time is such that selective stimulation will be 
initiated." 


For that matter, Den Uyl has already been warned before by his own officials at 
the department of social affairs not to expect too much from the promotion of 
art-time labor. In the report on "Instruments which can promote part-time 

Fisbor those officials, together with those of the department of internal affairs, 
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come to the conclusion that part-time labor does not provide new jobs, that not 
much can be expected from the effect of part-time labor on cutting back unem- 
ployment, and that therefore part-time labor should not be seen as a primary in~ 
strument. Den Uyl, however, did that for lack of something better, because 
other forms of redistribution of labor are not feasible. [He did it] merely as 

a palliative, in order to save something of his jobs plan and his face at least 
for appearance's sake. 


Employers are actually the most positive on part-time labor. That happens in the 
first place due to a rather negative approach. Employers think that in fighting 
unemployment all stakes should be put on strengthening the position and earning 
power of industry. In that respect they are once again disappointed in Den Uyl's 
plan. Employers don't see any benefit in the redistribution of labor through 

a general reduction in work hours, as desired bv ven Uyl, if that is not matched 
by a wage reduction through which the loss in hours of work and unavoidably higher 
operating costs are compensated for. They do not believe that to be attainable, 
however. And now they're happy that Den Uyl apparently has also realized that, 
although for him the inviolable position of minimum incomes especially plays a 
role, 


Employers don't object to the promotion of part-time labor, partly because they 
too see that otherwise something would have to be done about the great number of 
unemployed anyway, especially among the youth. They find part-time labor a good 
alternative for that, even though they don't expect miracles from it. They see 
an advantage in the fact that part-time labor automatically leads to wage reduc- 
tion and that the operating time remains intact. In some branches -- the depart- 
ment store- and supermarket industries for example -- part-time labor is already 
being utilized on a large scale. If Den Uyl is going to give 4000~guilder sub- 
sidies for splitting up other existing jobs, it is considered idiotic, but on the 
other hand a nice bonus. "Even though it is a cigar from one's own box, since the 
money is taken from the WIR [ Law on Investment Regulation | pot which is intended 
to stimulate investments of companies," said a spokesman of one of the employers' 
organizations, 


The employer also considers part-time labor to be a reversible process. It is 
true that until 1990 a gigantic new labor supply -- of women and those who leave 
school -- has to be absorbed, but if, after 1990, the birth rate is spent and ab- 
sorbed into the labor process, and if also 50 percent of the women have a job -- 
as is the case in many other countries -- the supply uf new workers will stagnate 
and many perhaps will be forced to go back to full-time work. Part-time labor can 
be incorporated in that in a flexible manner. 


According to employers, a great part of the 500,000 unemployed is composed of 
people who have been trained for the fourth sector -- teachers, psychologists and 
other -ogists. They can benefit considerably by promotion of part-time work. In 
doing, so, not only splitting in half the number of weekly work hours is being con- 
sidered, but also a slight decrease of the number in work hours. Somegne with an 
income of 55,000 guilders a year perhaps could afford to work one day a week less. 
[hanks to the progression in the tax system, that would be a net cost to him of 
50 guilders a week according to the Dutch Christian Employers’ Association. There 
it is not even considered impossible that in some situations an even greater de- 
crease in the number of work hours and income would lead to a higher net income. 
Den Uyl probably did not have in mind this approach to part-time labor. He will 
probably have a tougher time with his lean jobs plan with the union movement.

TURKISH EXPORTERS REPORTEDLY LOSING IRANIAN MARKET

[Text] It is reported that certain foreign countries have been offering 
bribes [avantaj] to bureaucrats in the Iranian state purchasing centers and 
that consequently we have been losing the Iranian market to other countries. 


ATO [expansion unknown], in a statement on this subject, says the following: 


"According to information obtained from our Tehran Embassy, our exports have 
declined as a result of the following factors: Telex messages sent to our 
country from the state purchasing centers in Iran are not answered in a 
timely manner. Furthermore, the tardy replies do not contain serious price 
proposals. In addition to this, certain foreign sellers provide bribes to 
the bureaucrats in the purchasing centers in the Iranian market, where con- 
ditions of fierce competition reign. 


"It is desirable that our exporters remember that they are experiencing 
conditions in a market where competition prevails and that they act accord- 
ingly, that they develop serious communications habits, send proposals con- 


taining realistic prices to the Iranian purchasing centers, and take pains 
with regard to the quality and packaging of the gools to be sent." 


The memorandum from our Tehran Embassy further notes that eliminating compe- 
tition between our country's exporters abroad and achieving a general con- 
formity in the proposals which we submit will create a climate favorable to 
our country in foreign markets. 


Iran has recently been shifting its imports to North Korea and similar 
countries.

PQ DEPUTY, FEDERAL SENATOR CLASH AT DAKAR MEETING 
Quebec LE SOLEIL in French 4 Feb 82 p D-14 
[Article by Michel David: "Ottawa and Quebec Wrangle Even in Dakar"] 


[Text] While there was a break in the constitutional debate at hame, Canadian 
and Quebec delegates couldn't keep from parading their differences during the 
12th General Assembly of the International Association of French-Speaking 
Parliamentarians (AIPLF), held in Dakar (Senegal) from January 10 to 17. 


The head of the delegation from "America," Mr Elie Fallu, PQ deputy from 
Groulx, stated in his report to the assembly that the constitional agreement 
reached in November "would strip powers fram Quebec's government, notably in 
the realm of the language of education, without the consent of the provincial 
assembly." 


He added that "the French-speaking Ontarians are also very worried about their 
future, since the new constitution doesn't recognize the inalienable guarantee 
of all their educational rights or of their right to use French in public 
organizations." 


Although the AIPLF is a strictly non-partisan organization--no parliamentarian 
who is a cabinet official mav belong--Fallu felt that the defense of the French 
language must be the primary objective of the assccziation, and that as a result, 
he couldn't remain silent about Ottawa's "strong-arm ploy." 


According to the Quebec deputy, at that point the president of the Canadian 
Senate, Mr Jean Marchand, who acted as honorary head of the Canadian dele- 
gation to Dakar, became so angry that, to avoid a scene, Fallu was forced to 
withdraw the above-mentioned paragraphs fromhis report. 


It is difficult to determine what really occurred, since these exchanges were 
not recorded in the official minutes. 


Invited by LE SOLEIL to give his version of the incident, Senator Marchand did 
admit, however, having demanded that the references to the constitutional pro- 
ject be stricken from Fallu's report. "It wasn't the spot to make such innu- 
endos, because they weren't relevant," explained Marchand, "but the argument 
wasn't very long." According to him there was no outburst. 
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Marchand also formally denied having made the slightest reference to the con- 
stitutional problem at the AIPLF assembly, although according to several 
Quebec deputies, the Canadian delegation tried "with absolute indecency" to 
sell its project to the French-speaking parliamentarians. 


During the entire week, according to them, the Canadian deputies didn't stop 
opposing the Quebec proposals, whether they dealt with new sources of energy 

or ocean access for land-locked countries, simply because they came from 

Quebec. The worst provocation, they explained, was that the Canadian delegation 
was accompanied4 against all the rules, by an External Affairs official. 


Election 


Another episode over which accounts differ was the election of the president 


of the Senegalese National Assembly, Mr Cice Dia, to the chairmanship of the 
AIPLF. 


According to Elie Fallu, there were two official candidacies, that of Dia, and 
that of Jean Marchand, which was simply set aside. 


"That's absolutely false," asserts Marchand. "I never ran. Since in principle 


it was America's turn in the chair, I had said that I was available, but I 
would never have run against an African."

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POLITICAL CYPRUS 


PAPANDREOU VISIT AWAKENS HIGH EXPECTATIONS

[Excerpts] Some 200,000 enthusiastic people to welcome Papandreou in 
Larnaca on Saturday, 27 February: the official visit to Cyprus of the new 
head of the Greek Government was certainly noticeable enough. This is the 
first time since Archbishop Makarios' death in August 1977 that the Greek 
Cypriot community manifests its fervor and unity to such an extent. 


Welcomed as a friend, not to say liberator, Papandreou left Cyprus on Monday 
charged with the duty of responding to the hopes he awakened in the island. 
If he does not wish to create deep disappointment, he will have to find 
without delay an answer to the "what is to be done?" anguished question of 
the leaders in the nonoccupied zone. Since the Turkish occupation in the 
summer of 1974 and the creation, in the northern part of the island, of the 
"Turkish federated state of Cyprus" under Ankara's protection, negotiations 
between the representatives of the two communities have met with so many 
slow-downs, false progress and veritable impasses that, once again, dis- 
couragement prevails among the Nicosia leadership. 


The Greek prime minister gave some indications of what could be done in case 
negotiations would fail in the near future. This is an eventuality made more 
probable by the firmness maintained by the Turkish Government that came about 
following the military coup d'etat, while it had been hoped in Nicosia that 
the generals would, paradoxically, prove to be more flexible on this issue 
than a civilian government subjected to the nationalist demands of the 
extreme right. The internal crisis affecting the small "federated state" of 
Rauf Denktash is also not liable to accelerate the pace of the negotiations. 


Papandreou is notably planning to launch an important diplomatic "crusade" 

to call world attention to this situation, which, he noted, is not limited 

to a quarrel between two communities. A large international conference under 
the aegis of the UN could be convoked. At any rate, Athens will redouble its 
efforts to apprise "all its friends and allies" of the "enormous responsibil- 
ity" they would be assuming by continuing to tolerate "this violation of the 

island's integrity and independence." 


Resuming once again the nationalist tendencies of his electoral campaign, the 
Greek prime minister even added: "The Hellenic spirit is determined to put

an end to its continuous retreat and to fight to honor its history." This is 
a formula aimed more at galvanizing an audience at a meeting than to facili- 
tate a dialogue with Ankara. Is it a coincidence? At the same time, Gen 
Evren, the head of the new Turkish regime, was making a visit to Bulgaria 
qualified as fruitful. Even if one believes that the question posed by the 
invasion of Cyprus is simple from a legal point of view, the imbroglio of 
Greek-Turkish relations is definitely not one that can be solved by a speech.

PAPER URGES CAUTION ON EEC DECISION REGARDING GREENLAND

[Text] In a young democracy like that in Greenland it is never advisable to 
submit political issues for a direct decision by the voters. Otherwise there 
would be no point in having democratically elected representatives. They 
interpose a filter of political discussion and consideration between the 
popular mood and the political decision, and this makes it possible to 
clarify moods and feelings before they are converted into political action. 


The Greenlandic referendum on membership of the EEC was not binding, merely 
consultative. It is not the last word to be said on the matter. Neverthe- 
less it was not wise to allow this question to go out to a vote at a time 
and under circumstances when a real basis for a popular decision was not 
present. There were no concrete indications of what terms Greenland could 
expect to win from the EEC after withdrawal from the Community, and in this 
respect the Danish Government was not that helpful to the Greenlandic people. 
Its excessive reticence throughout the whole affair weakened the Greenlandic 
voters’ decisionmaking capacity. They did not know enough, and because of 
the Danish Government's impartiality they were not given any additional 
information. For this reason the referendum on a foreign policy question, 
which should in principle have been the government's special responsibility 
in the union between Greenland and Denmark, was carried out in conditions 
which allowed far too much room for emotion and unfounded assertions. 


The result was a numerical majority for withdrawal, but not a decisive 
majority. The most marked movement in voting patterns was a threefold 
increase in the number of votes in favor of the EEC when compared with the 
referendum 10 years ago, while the vote against the EEC had only increased 
by 30 percent. In this much the lesson of the referendum is a dramatic 
confirmation of the positive view of the EEC in Greenland, and this must be 
taken as a strong indication that the last word has yet to be said. 


Things must take their own course now. The Greenland Government feels that 
it has the authorization to request the Danish Government to initiate EEC 


withdrawal procedures, and the government must of course do its utmost to 
seek to win the most favorable terms for Greenland's withdrawal. But it 
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must also bear in mind that next year there will be new Landsting elections 
in Greenland. The negotiations with the EEC must be so conducted and 
arranged that these terms will be clear and well known before this election. 
It would then be possible to conduct the election campaign founded on the 
knowledge of what terms the EEC will give Greenland and what consequences 
the Danish Government would draw from these. It would then be a rational 
choice for or against EEC membership, and the new majority in the Landsting 
would have the full right and sufficient knowledge to be able to decide 
whether to continue to support withdrawal or to drop it.

PAPER: DENMARK MUST STAND BY GREENLAND DESPITE EEC VOTE

[Text] A Greenland majority for withdrawal from the EEC had been expected, 
although expectations had been for a larger majority. In 1972 opposition 

to the Community was dominant. Now two more or less equal groups are facing 
each other in Greenland. How easy would it not be for the picture to change 
if new difficulties were to arise? And this could happen quickly. The 
Greenlanders would be left almost high and dry when it came to finding even 
a partially adequate replacement for EEC membership. 


There is one reason for satisfaction in the present situation: the strong 
assurances from the Greenland Government and from the Siumut Party that ties 
with Denmark will not be weakened. Naturally, Atasut takes the same line, 
and hopefully the latter party's fears that withdrawal fron the EEC could 
harm relations with Denmark will turn out to be groundless. On the Danish 
side there must be no doubts--as in the past, we will stand by the Green- 
landers. We must not listen to irresponsible talk that they can paddle 
their own canoes. Denmark's EEC ties can never prevent us from standing by 
a people with whom we have been connected for 500 years. We will preserve 
both communities! 


Let us now allow things to calmly take their course. Total silence should 


swallow lawyer Erik Ninn-Hansen's desperate idea of a Danish referendum to 
decide whether Greenland can itself decide its own way!

REASONS BEHIND RUMORS OF CABINET CHANGES ANALYZED

Played with Fire?"/ 


/Text/ Following the rumors about cabinet changes, the FDP last week commented 
somewhat angrily that "someone here is playing with fire." Genscher's party con- 
sidered itself under attack, because the names of ministers Lambsdorff and Ertl sur- 
faced in the rumors. The other names were those of Apel and Frau Huber, both SPD. 
In the meantime Federal Chancellor Schmidt has issued energetic denials. He was 
compelled, though, to note Genscher's warning, directed at the authors of the 
rumors, that anyone up to mischief with regard to Lambsdorff and Ertl should say so 
plainly, and FDP reaction would be unmistakable. 


Still, the situation is by no means clear, even after the denials. The carnival 
show complained of by Schmidt had a script that fascinated Bonn. Who bunched to- 
gether names and why just now--especially names which have long been the subject 

of gossip? For many people the answer is much more interesting than the rumor as 
such. After the many scandals regarding defense cost overruns, including the 
"Tornado" case, Apel gives a somewhat frail impression. On the other hand this 
circumstance represents a counterargument against the hypothesis put forward in the 
rumors (and indeed serving as a point of departure) that the federal defense minis- 
ter is about to replace Wehner as chairman of the SPD Bundestag fraction. Wehner 
is said to have agreed to yield his post after the April SPD congress. Admittedly, 
it does seem as if this were evidence of one of the crucial motivations of the 
rumors: Someone wishing to remind Wehner to keep his word and acknowledge that his 
predominance is drawing tc a close. At the same time we note here a definite weak- 
ness in the exegesis, because no one familiar with Wehner can possibly expect such 
a reminder and such a method to be effective, not even if the matter is broached in 
Bonn while the person concerned is absent--like Wehner in Warsaw. 


Frau Huber, minister of health, has for some time been said to wish herself free of 
the burden of office--her husband is ailing. Her name is said in any case to in- 
vite speculation. Ertl, minister of agriculture, has announced his unwillingness 
to be a minister again after the 1984 elections. Economics Minister Lambsdorff-- 
in America at the time the rumors began to fly--is threatened with indictment in 
the affair of the donations and has said on several occasions that he could well 
see himself working in a different job and with greater satisfaction. Still, 
Lambsdorff is well aware of the serious objections to voluntary resignation from

the cabinet, especially before the provincial assembly elections later this year, 
and which will continue until the fall. 


The FDP's anger is directed at the federal chancellor's alleged plan to dismiss 

FDP ministers and replace them with other FDP politicians, although this is some- 
thing reserved to coalition negotiations. According to the constitution the fed- 
eral president appoints federal ministers at the suggestion of the federal chancel- 
lor. However, it has been the custom for any cabinet change to be discussed by the 
coalition before the event. In fact Genscher expects Schmidt to consult him even 
in case he should consider a shake-up of SPD government members. Genscher feels 
that it is first of all a matter for the FDP to decide which FDP politicians should 
be members of the cabinet. Only after that would the party negotiate with the fed- 
eral chancellor. 


The Latest Possible Point in Time for a New Start 


Of course there is a difference between vague reflections by the federal chancellor, 
which do not involve the present time, and attempts at ascribing to him precise in- 
tentions. It is highly unlikely that the reporters who spread the rumors were also 
their originators, especially because many other people had heard various proposals 
for a time in the vague future. Of course the speculations about successors alleged- 
ly under consideration may appear premature and vague; they may well involve the re- 
porters liking for fitting together pieces of the puzzle. Still, hardly anyone 
doubts that Social Democrat mouths opened deliberately to create a little mischief. 
Why? It could not possibly benefit the federal chancellor who claims that all this 
is "so much drivel." To appear poised for action and on the offensive by contem- 
plating cabinet changes may recommend itself at a later time--after the provincial 
assembly elections, and in fact only after the Hessen election in the fall. Should 
they turn out badly for the government and, especially, the SPD, it is possible to 
imagine a scenario in which a seemingly forceful run-up to the 1984 Bundestag elec- 
tion is sought by a partially renewed crew--provided the FDP remains in the coali- 
tion. Following the rumors and in spite of the denials, there is little doubt that 
the federal chancellor would then intend--or at least be ready to plan--to seek the 
way out of regional defeats and the writhings of the party congress by displaying 
strong leadership in the cabinet and so tighten his muscle. However, he is unlikely 
to talk about that at this early stage in order not to forfeit the tactical success 
of such a step. He will hardly wish to burden the new cabinet with electoral defeats 
in the Laender. Evidently, therefore, he is bound to opt for the latest possible 
point in time to embark on a new start. 


That is the reason why very little credibility attaches to the insistent rumors cir- 
culating in Bonn to the effect that the speculations about cabinet changes have 
their source very close indeed to the federal chancellor. The choice of possible 
sources vacillates between state secretary Lahnstein, head of the chancellery, and 
state minister Huonker--state secretary Becker is disregarded because himself the 
object of other rumors.. The FDP tends to suspect Lahnstein. However, Lahnstein 
would not only have damaged the chancellor--something he would have realized before- 
hand and is highly unlikely to have chosen to do--, he would also have acted against 
his better judgment with regard to the involvement of FDP ministers in the specula- 
tions. Nor can inexperience be made to explain that Lahnstein could have forgotten 
the coalition custom of consultation with the coalition partner and, consequently, 
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the violent reaction of the FDP to any semblance of being left out. Despite the 
clamorous speculations, the chancellery is hardly likely to be the source of the 
rumors; the wish to discipline the FDP would have been far too short-sighted. On 
the other hand a good deal of annoyance and dissatisfaction with the coalition, in 
other words the FDP, is felt in the SPD (and here many think of party headquarters 
in Bonn rather than of the Bundestag fraction). Similar feelings prevail with re- 
gard to government policy, even to Schmidt himself. This may have provoked a mood 
culminating in many speculations. The planned statements about the renters law, 
defense policy and the contradictions in many regional SPD bodies may well have 
awakened the wish prematurely to blurt out the alleged thoughts of the chancellor 
in order to spur him on and force him to proceed. Something would have to happen-- 
the chancellor would have to act--whatever the consequences; it is quite possible 
that some people in SPD headquarters were convinced of that. 


This could then have hardened so as to bring pressure in several directions at 
once. Although not in the persons of the authors but in political intent they seem 
to meet at an intersection--evidently arrows are being sharpened against government 
spokesman Becker (not a member of the SPD), and most of all against state secretary 
Boelling who directs the FRG's permanent delegation in East Berlin with a sober 
realism in sharp contrast to much wishful thinking in or at the margin of the SPD 
federal executive. As part of the rumors there have been whispers of the honorable 
replacement of Boelling; the name of Huonker, coordinator of German policy in the 
chancezlery, is hawked as a possible successor, and he should then be replaced in 
Bonn by an SPD Bundestag deputy. 


While the GDR delegation in Bonn complains about Boelling, his still zealous prede- 
cessor Gaus is fondly remembered here and there--this remembrance surely does not 
benefit the chancellor and his policy. In order to promote its goals and breach 

the government lines, the SPD left needs heroes and devils before the party con- 
gress meets. It definitely seems to be launching stones into the waters at various 
points while Schmidt prepares for the day when he will be ready himself to change 
the cabinet or, possibly earlier than he wishes, be compelled to do so together with 
the FDP, should the public prosecutor's office indict Lambsdorff in the affair of 
the donations, and the latter resign by his own volition.

CDU/CSU TAKES OFFENSIVE IN FIGHT TO DEFEAT COALITION

[Text/ Bonn -- For pedagogical reasons, Helmut Kohl no longer uses one of his 
standard lines; the coalition is at an end. This refrain has been used too often 
for it not to have necessarily provoked this question: Then why aren't we there 
yet? Indeed, many in the Union could thus far not be moved from their conviction 
that all it would really take to make this shaky edifice of a coalition collapse 
would be a healthy shove. And despite the vote of confidence that was won hands 
down by the‘parties in power, most of the deputies in the CDU/CSU parliamentary 
group today assume that the door to the chancellor's office will be opened sometime 
this year. More and more of them are claiming to have glimpsed the hem of the 
mantle of history, which at last ought to be seized with a firm hand. 


One of them has talked with a Social Democratic colleague who allegedly gave up a 
long time ago; another one quotes an informant from the FDP: the SPD will soon be 
right where they want it -- incapable of accepting the employment program as amend- 
ed by the Union majority in the Bundesrat /upper house of FRG parliament/; and a 
third one has again heard signals from the FDP, from the very too: March is per- 
haps the crucial month, This is sometimes annoyingly reminiscent of a bad detective 
novel, Just as the symptoms of the rich old uncle's disease are noted with sympe- 
thetic concern, so is the Union observing the backbiting and the virulence within 
the coalition -- grieving for the state, but experiencing pleasant emotions, 


In any event, the pressure of anticipation is tremendous, For that very reason, 
the Union leadership had no other choice than to accept the decisive battle prof- 
fered by Schmidt. Pedagogy or no pedagogy -- Helmut Kohl is also going for broke, 
He has to. 


ror broke: Strategically speaking, this means that the Union intends to >ush the 
coalition to the point at which its inability to act will become apvarent, and at 
which the voters, the press and ultimately the FDP as well will be forced to real- 
ize that there is only one way to end this situation -- by making a change in Bonn, 
In operative terms it means that the Union will force the coalition and its rlans 
under the yoke of the Mediation Committee, And only that which corresponds to the 
will of the Union (and the wishes of the FDP) will be permitted to hanven there: 
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budget cuts instead of the value-added tax, for example, This time there will be 
none of the compromises that are customary when it comes to tax legislation that ro 
quires approval, And also standing firmly by this agreement, if one may believe 

the Union strategists, are the wo states whose budgets are in especially urgent need 
of assistance --Schleswig-Holstein and Lower Saxony, 


The Bonn CDU is reminding everyone that the Kiel minister-president had ieft hin- 
self open in "Operation '82" to the suspicion among the orthodox that he was selling 
out the Union's principles for cash from Bonn. He is therefore said to be condemned 
to take a nard line merely out of self-interest. Moreover, Stoltenberg has aiways 
deen against an increase in the valueadded tax, 


As for Lower Saxony Minister-President Albrecht -—- who is under special pressure 
because the controversy over the program is having an effect on his state legiiia 
ture election campaign -- it seems to have been made crystal clear to him thuy neo 
would be ostracized by the Union if he were to breach the united front, Ail the 
same, the Union was not unappreciative of a psychological boost from the chancellor, 
Instead of appealing to Albrecht's sense of national resvonsibility, his important 
role with respect to the common good, Helmut Schmidt accused him of "biind sbedi- 
ence to Franz Josef Strauss." The chancellor's insult to the Lower Saxon could not 
nave oeen worse, 


Of course there was a lot of stumbling around before the Union arrived at its poli- 
cye Ne program at ail, a different program, different financing for the coalition's 
nrogran -= there was much confusion. A limited extension of the credit limit, 
evasive statements on the tax increase, and finally a categorical rejection of both 
——- people were kept guessing for a time here as well. And Stuttgart's Chief Mayor 
Rommel even pondered a special tax for those with the highest incomes, 


Three documents were discussed; One from the Bavarian State Government which was 
interpreted by the press as a program costing DM 15 biliion, an interpretation that 
was of course denounced later as a "misunderstanding." There was one from the 
parliamentary group that was confined fairly strictly to budget cuts, And there 
was one from Geissler, talking Dout shortening people's working careers, The Econ- 
omic Council criticized this one, and the parliamentary group repudiated it even 
before giving it a proper reading -- they wanted at all costs to woid a repetition 
or the big fuss last summer, 


There are differing opinions on the matter within the Union as well, and some of 
this will probably show up when it has to agree on its financing proposals, Cuts

But these differences take a back wat to 
tne common goal; Forcing the coalition to its knees this time, This is why there 
is also no personnel debate, although approval of chancellor-candidate Kohl some 
times takes some remarkable forms -- with Franz Josef Strauss, for example, whose 
reasoning recently went something like this: Why shouldn't a Chancellor Kohl be 
able to serve usefully in office under a Finance Minister Strauss? 


"The point of no return has been passed" -—§ this is how one of the Union's strato 
gists put it; the core of the CDU/CSU supporters would not condone a return to the 
traditional nethod of arriving at a compromise between Bundesrat majority and 
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Buna estag | majority. And Kohl is Raspogy: | also aware that a lack of success would 
throw the Union into a deep derression that would certainly rebound on hia, If Kohl 
has not moved into the binediar by the end of the year, chances are that ne will 
never be able to enter it as chancellor, 


Since the Union is taking on the decisive battle, the citizens are ping to have to 
adjust to the fact that from now on politics in the Federal Republic will consist 
virtually of one long Bundestag election campaign. From the communal election in 
early March in Schleswig-Holstein tc the state legislature elections in Lower Saxony 
and Hamburg, and to the perhaps decisbe round in Hesse -- federal policy will be the 
subject of debate everywhere, The chancellor made the onvening move in this election 
campaign contest by asking for a vote of confidence, And his choice of themes is 
easy to discern: 


The Union will de revresented as the party that is abstaining from the great common 
initiative aimed et combatting unemployment -- as repudiators, as a dlcockading 
varty. And one of the SPD's secondary themes will definitely be that of vroving 

to the Christian Democrats -—— not least with the help of the Union's prorosals on 
financing -- that they are burdening the common people with the costs of overcoming 
the economic crisis, 


The CDU/CSU will be held up to the suspicion that it intends to dismantle the last 
vestiges of the policy of detente and, as a missile party, destroy in a blind 
pro-Anericanism the Federal Republic! s and Zurope's own roles within the alliance, 


The chancellor, presently all alone at the top of the nopularity charts, will delio- 
erately personalize the contest: Who should lead the Federal Republic in such 
critical times -— Schmidt or Konl? 


Support the chancellor, provide peace and jobs -—— these are the main elements or 
the strategy. It is also possible to see how the opposition will go about counter- 
ing then: 


The Union will seek to olay its economic policy card against the coalition's socia’ 
nolicy —- in other words, to define unemployment as a consequence of an unsuccess 
ful economic policy, And it will be banking on the fact that tax increases -- no 
matter what kind —— are unpopular, If the coalition tries to sidestep by going to 
in increase in the petroleum tax because of an inability to pass the increase in 
the valuc-added tax -- so much the better, citner this tax, which is equally un- 
copular with the majority of the SPD and FDP, will break up the ruling aliences, or 
the coalition —— now that it has already engered renters -—~ will also be driving 
eutomodile drivers to the barricades as weil -- an ideal situation for a successful 
Ynion election campaign. 


If the coalition again aivances into the camvaign with the peace theme, tne Unio

Basicaliy, however, the Union's line of argument concentrates on the thesis that 
only a change in Bonn can revitalize the political scene. The FDP wiil no longer be 
soared -- as evidenced by Kohl's latest speech in the Bundestag. This is a new 
version of the Sonthofen strategy, if you will, but this time under different and 
somewhat better conditions for the Union, There are many indications that the 
Federal Republic will be experiencing one of its bitterest confrontations in the 
months ahead, From now on, politics will be practiced under the conditions of a 
Bundestag election campaign.

KOIVISTO'S BOLD MOVES LIFT SDP, BAFFLE CENTER PARTY, SKDL 
Helsinki SUOMEN KUVALEHTI in Finnish 19 Feb 82 pp 48-49

[Text] The Social Democrats have rejected the low profile since the presidential 
elections. The party blackmailed the government negotiators of the Center Party 
into "humiliation" with the threat of early elections, which could backfire for 
the SDP. Kalevi Sorsa's reckless designs contain many factors contributing to un- 
certainty. 


Before the presidential elections the Social Democrats became profoundly offended 

if reference was made to the so-called Mitterand phenomenon. This concept was first 
made public by Jan-Magnus Jansson, who argued in HUFVUDSTADSBLADET that Mauno Koi- 
visto's victory could also result in a leftwing majority in the parliament. 


After the presidential elections intimidation with the Mitterand phenomenon was 
the Social Democrats’ strongest trump card in government negotiations. 


The SDP made it clear that if the Center Party does not conform, there will be ear- 
ly parliamentary elections, perhaps in May already. 


Early parliamentary elections could, indeed, be disastrous for the bourgeois par- 
ties. Riding the wave of Mauno Koivisto's popularity with the people the SDP would 
have been able to increase its support by 30 percent and the number of seats for 
the party could very well exceed 67. With such a number of MP's laws could be pas- 
sed even beyond subsequent parliamentary elections. 


The SDP had one goal above all others in the government negotiations: to keep Paa- 
vo Vayrynen out of the Foreign Ministry. 


This was the purpose of the SDP's original offer that the prime minister's position 
be given to the Center Party and this was accomplished by the result of the first 
squeeze in the government negotiations, in which RKP [Swedish Peoples worny Chair- 
man Par Stenback was proposed as foreign minister. 





The first few days of Urho Kekkonen's leave of absence were still ‘resh in the minds 
of the SDP. At that time a writer under the pen name P. M. in the Center Party's 
chief organ SUUMENMAA compared the powers behind Kekkonen and the background forces 
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behind Koivisto and gave one to understand that none of them are just as unambigu- 
ously behind the official foreign policy. 


The Center Party's foreign policy dominance was to be shattered. 
Diplomats to the Front 


When it became apparent that the Center Party would not accept the prime minister's 
portfolio and that it would go to the Social Democrats, the SDP proposed that a 
career minister, an official who has distinguished himself in the Foreign Ministry, 
be appointed as foreign minister. The SDP proposed Klaus Tornudd, who has long 
served as the chief of the political section in the Foreign Ministry, Finland's 
ambassador to Washington, Jaakko Iloniemi, and Finland's ambassador to Paris, Aarno 
Karhilo. 


The Center Party as well as the RKP unconditionally opposed the appointment of a 
career minister. 


Since a career minister was not acceptable to the centrist factions, the SDP turned 
toward the Swedes whose most respected power with respect to foreign policy is Jan- 
Magnus Jansson. The idea of the RKP was, of course, approved, however, with some 
degree of vexation since the Center Party would not look at the surrendering of 

its favorite ministry to a fraternal party with great joy. 


On Thursday evening the Social Democrats stated that they already understand that 
it is "60 percent certain" that Jansson will be the next foreign minister. 


On Friday Stenback and Vayrynen had another meeting with Mauno Koivisto with the 
purpose of persuading him to appoint the foreign minister from the Center Party. 
However, Koivisto announced that he will be satisfied with the results of the ne- 
gotiations between the parties. 


Koivisto also announced that if the foreign minister comes from the RKP, his choice 
is Stenback. In the beginning of the government negotiations already Koivisto an- 
nounced that he will reserve the right to have the final word in the appointment 

of a foreign minister. 


Koivisto justified his decision concerning Stenback by the fact that the foreign 
minister should have parliamentary experience. In spite of his young age Stenback 
is among the one-third who have sat in the parliament the longest. He was elected 
to parliament in 1970. 


Jansson has never sat in the parliament. 


Another argument of Koivisto's, and why not Sorsa's also, was that Jansson was "ov- 
erqualified". His experience as a political scientist, journalist, minister, chair- 
man of the Parliamentary Defense Committee, and the supporting force of the Paasi- 
kivi Society would have made him a very strong foreign minister. It can also be 
presumed that Koivisto was not willing to have the foreign minister's position oc- 
cupied by Jansson, who is 2 years older than himself and who even questioned Koi- 
visto's foreign policy qualifications in the presidential election campaign.

Take It or Leave It 


The government negotiations represented a sad take-it-or-leave-it situation for 
the Center Party. 


If the Center Party's delegation were to reject the results of the negotiations 
dictated by the SDP, it would be faced with new parliamentary elections. 


The present leadership of the party was not ready for this since the scars left 
by the presidential elections were still open in the rank and file. Karjalainen's 
games in the background up until the elections are still in need of explanation. 


Johannes Virolainen, for his part, demanded that the government's solutions must 
not be approved, but preprations should be made for early parliamentary elections. 
If the party were now to submit out of a fear of early elections, it would have 

to retreat before the same threat later in the government, decided Virolainen. The 
power relationships must now be measured, demands Virolainen. 


A victory for Virolainen's line would mean that he is once again the old boss of 
the Center Party and Paavo Vayrynen is the young boss, who must listen to what 
Virolainen has to say with a more sensitive ear. 


The present leadership is frightened by the fact that last year the party pushed 
through its most important demands rather easily, the laws concerning pension re- 
form and area development. However, their passage was not so much the result of 
the Center Party's preponderance as it was the result of the fact that the SDP did 
not put up any opposition since it kept a low profile with Koivisto. 


Now that the SDP's profile is no longer low, there is no exact understandiny of 
its real power. Therefore, the present leadership of the Center Party would first 
look at what the SDP's real power is before it challenges it in an election strug- 
gle. 


At the end of last week the Center Party's negotiators did, however, experience 
a slight panic and wondered whether they had acted incorrectly by not accepting 
the prime minister's position. Now they were humble and they were faced with a 
severe disappointment in the party delegation or the position of a second class 
party in the government. 


Power Will Not Increase 
The government negotiations have been almost a point of minor importance for the 
SKDL [Finnish Peoples Democratic League] compared with the fact that the party is 


falling apart at the seams. 


In the government negotiations the SKDL has primarily concentrated on the program 
aspect. The party has been rather quiet in the ministerial faction. 


The SKDL proposed that it would willingly accept the position of second finance 
minister, which would be confirmed in the economic section of the Finance Ministry. 
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The party's position will in any event remain the same. Thus no definite political 
power has yet accrued for the party from its support for Koivisto. 


The exclusion of the Center Party from the Foreign Ministry is an issue which is 
interpreted as a matter of humility in spite of the fact that the party was first 
offered the prime minister's position. This will be of considerable help to Paavo 
Vayryner when he attempts to hammer the party into unity next summer at Rovaniemi. 


On the other hand, it may still be asked why the party did not then accept the lea~ 
derhip position in the government for itself. This also became a reason for slight 
panic among the party's negotiators when Stenback unexpectedly rose to a position 
of importance.

The sym 
posium will without any doubt confirm the young authority of Minister of State 
Jean-Pierre Chevenement and justify the ambition which he does not make a secret 
of: to join together under a single authority -- his -- the two Ministries of Re- 
search and of Industry. But, beyond this view of a concentrated government action, 
what is at stake is much more significant: the succession in time to Francois 
Mitterrand or at least, for the time being, the position and the image, formally 

or implicitly recognized, of heir apparent to the head of state. Thus, Jean-Pierre 
Chevenement will have scored a serious point in the duel which has put him against 
Michel Rocard for some 15 years. 


However, the affair has too many different repercussions to go no further than its 
relationship either with the personal fate of the CERES [Center for (Socialist) 
Studies, Research, and Education | leader or with the permanent conflict of the 
leaders within the Socialist Party. What is first of all basically at stake is the 
relationship between socialism and science. As a matter of fact, this had acquired 
a sort of ambiguous vagueness recently. It is known that since the sixties, an ob- 
scurantist left has been proliferating, which obstinately leads a campaign against 
the legitimacy of knowledge and which arrogantly claims the right to ignorance even 
more than the right to lazyness. 


Among all the stigmas of capitalist oppression, one of its choice targets was edu- 
cation at its various levels and all categories of apprenticeship, accused of pro- 
ducing nothing but standardized individuals, purged of their own genius. The syn- 
posium makes a break with this orientation of thought: all the better. 


This should not be a reason to return to the scientism of the eighties of the last 
century -- to a naive and categorical apology of the blessings of science -- or 
worse yet, to the erring ways of “scientific socialism" which, from Engles to 
Lenin, surreptitiously led to the perversion of both socialism and science. In this 
respect, we are worried about Mr Chevenement's taste for the monumental: an echo 
of the fascination experienced by Lenin (to whom Chevenement's thoughts are exces- 
sively indebted) with "German science." We are particularly worried that the dis- 


course for science might be a unique, unified and a discourse, as if hence- 
forth "a" science were to exist within a majestic body with indefinite development: 
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naivete, inexperience or misplaced ambition, which breaks and blends the indepen- 
dent movement of disciplines, which institutes an artificial and almost absurd dia- 
logue, which is located very far below the much more differentiated and sophisti- 
cated level at which the debates of the various international scientific communi- 
ties take place. In this regard, nothing would be more damaging than inadvertently 
to favor a pathetic Frenchification of French Research. 


What is also called into question is the relationship between the democratic goverrr 
ment and science. The initiators and the prime movers of the symposium stress, for 
example, the exemplary nature of the mass consultation which has been made possible 
by the preparation of the meeting and its follow rp. 


Forced Consensus 


Is this view of things not debatable? Let us first mention the fact that contrary 
to official statements, the big computerized show will not have much impact on the 
programming act, the draft of which is being completed. The Council of Ministers 
took it up last Wednesday and they have gotten to a very prosaic and very tradi- 
tional arbitration between the Ministries of Economic Affairs, of the Budget and 
of Civil Service. 


Everyone is also well aware that many of the solicited contributions are earmarked 
for. the archives: indeed, the game is mutual as there are many, in the laborato- 
ries and universities, who complied all the more willingly as it was unlikely to 
have any repercussions. This kind of thinking is similar to all the administrative 
tasks which henceforth clutter the life of a scientist, whether or not he has a 
flattering reputation. 


A little more worrisome is the fact -- a little too patent in its manipulative 
cynicism -- that the deliberate appeal to the enthusiasm of the rank and file will 
have been the surest means of obtaining a superficial unanimity and of taking for 
granted a forced consensus. Because, in practice, the seemingly magnificent pro- 
cedure of liberalism turned out to be a matter of very tempered spontaneity. From 
the very beginning of the operation, the presidents of the regional conference 
which preceded the symposium, and the rapporteurs of the national committees have 
been named on the basis of a skillful balancing of Mitterrand supporters and people 
close to J.-P. Chevenement. In addition, they played brilliantly with the appeal 
to the regions and the idea of decentralization, whereas the very Jacobinic bill 
for the project is by far more determining. 


Dogma and Illusion 


There remains a last question, the most urgent and practical ones the relationship 
between science and development or, more precisely, the capacity of science to pro- 
duce knowledge and the means to get out of the crisis the West has become bogged 
down in. Let us recall here that not too long ago, the trade union organizations 
of researchers and teachers as well as the leftist parties could not find harsh 
enough words to condemn the policy of Mr Aigrain who, with the modesty but also the 
competence of a real scientist, was trying to ensure the shift of science toward 
technological innovation. 
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What in coded language used to be called the "downstream piloting" of the large 
research goals. Jean-Pierre Chevenement himself created a nice stir in his address 
to the meeting by denouncing a contract signed between the CNRS | National Center 
for Scientific Research | and Saint-Gobain. And here is this very same person 
henceforth talking ironically about the contribution of science to getting us out 
of the crisis, about clarifying our technological choices for the future, and about 
a response to social demands. 


Henceforth, what used to be a prudent and necessary experimentation becomes a dogma 
and perhaps an illusion: because nothing would allow one to state with certainty 
that a policy of science and of technology, however generous and intelligent it may 
be and even if endowed with significant resources, could in the medium term very 
substantially alter the position of France in the world crisis and turn around the 
general pessimism generated by the international situation. 


Scientific Voluntarism 
Jean-Pierre Chevenement is probably right on two counts. 


The first: to clarify the technological choices is certainly showing evidence of 
more fruitful planning than to reform, in a more democratic sense, the labor me- 
thods and consultation procedures which have been dear to the rue Martignac for 
more than 20 years. 


The second: to convince the enterprises, through inciting fiscal advantages, that 
it is better to hire young graduates in research and innovation services than to 
leave them unemployed. The overall number of job seekers would only be slightly 
reduced, but it is essential not to let a perishable intellectual capital devalue 
for lack of use. 


However, beyond this, it is alas well known that scientific and technological vo- 
luntarism does not solve the economic and social problems: the Soviet Union has 
roven this abundantly and, closer to us, Mr Wedgewood Bean, under Mr Wilson, toyed 
vith the same pipe dream, with the well known result.

PAPANDREOU VISITS--Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou will visit Brussels 

on 29 and 30 March to participate in the EEC summit conference. The 
conference, a continuation of the London conference, will deal, among 

other things, with the issue of agricultural produce pricing and probably 
with the unemployment issue. Furthermore, an announcement was made today 

on the visits the prime minister will pay to foreign countries. Specifi- 
cally, Papandreou will visit Algeria on 12-14 May and between 25 May and 

10 June he will visit Belgrade, at the official invitation of the 
leaderships of the two countries. On 10 June, Papandreou will go to Bonn 

to participate in the NATO summit conference, and from 22 to 24 June he will 
visit Sofia as the guest of Bulgarian Chairman Zhivkov. The prime 

minister may possibly go to Brussels on 6 and 7 May to participate in the 
NATO defense ministers conference. A visit by the prime minister to Romania 
has been planned for early October. Papandreou has also been officially 
invited to visit Austria, China, Canada, Cuba, Libya and Syria, but the 
dates for these visits have not yet been fixed.

PAPER COMMENTS ON NEW INTEREST IN SECURITY ISSUES 
Reykjavik MORGUNBLADID in Icelandic 7 Feb 82 p 24 
[Editorial: “New Initiatives in Security Policy"} 


[Text] "If military action occurred in the Atlantic Ocean, Iceland would play 

a key role. The situation of our country as a base for aircraft and ships would 
most likely insure that the country would be involved in such an action. It 
makes no difference whether Iceland is a member of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization or not, or whether there is a defense force here or not. Neither: 
of these two conditions changes the position of the land or the nature of the 
wartime activity which would result in Iceland's vicinity." This was the 
opinion of Kjartan Gunnarsson, the Independence Party Secretary, in a speech 

he delivered on behalf of the Committee for the Western Alliance and Vardberg 

a few days ago. In the recently published treatise of the Security Cammittee, 
"The GIUK Gap," Gunnar Gunnarsson, a member of the Committee, writes: "It 
seems rather obvious that the nation possessing the necessary military power 

to close off the GIUK Gap would have to have air supremacy above the Gap. 

The Soviet fleet does not yet have aircraft carriers which could furnish an 
actual air defense, and the regular combat planes from the Kola peninsula lack 
the necessary flying range. The Soviets therefore would have to either supple- 
ment their air force with bases in the south, in Norway for example, or to 
thwart the NATO use of airstrips in Greenland, Iceland, Norway and Scotland, 
and to threaten American aircraft carriers as well. All qur guesswork as to 
whether the Soviets plan to advance the line of defense on the GIUK Gap should 
consider these possible actions." 


These clarifications of the military importance of Iceland come from two dif- 
ferent quarters, but they lead to one conclusion: Our responsibility as Ice- 
landers in security and defense matters has never been greater, and our de- 
cisions may have a more fateful effect on international events than ever before. 
This responsibility, of course, results in increased obligations, Gunnar 
Gunnarsson's article and Kjartan Gunnarsson's speech, to name two recent 
examples where younger men are involved, show that at this point in the game, 

we Icelanders can no longer depend on others to do our work for us. Kjartan 
Gunnarsson said in his speech: 
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"The increased participation of Icelanders in the defense of our country is, in 
my opinion, first and foremost, bound up with changes and augmentations in our 
political and governmental duties and involvement with the presence of defense 
forces and the increased participation of Icelanders in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organizatim. In this context, I think that Icelanders ought to take 
seats on NATO's military planning committee, so that we can follow along with 
NATO's military aspects as much as we do its policy making. We could begin 
with ideas about cooperation and the division of tasks and responsibilities 
between the Icelandic government and the military leadership of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization in times of attack, and it wculd be best if some 
exercises involving the sending of troops to our country and the strengthening 
of our defense would take place, so that people will become acquainted with 
the problems which can result in these situations." 


In the passage quoted here, there was no talk of radical changes, just natural 
steps for the Icelandic government to take, steps which actually should have 
been taken long ago. And the reason why the Icelanders have had so little to 
say about their own defense within the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
in cooperation with the United States is without doubt the following: that the 
Independence Party has not had a Foreign Minister in the Icelandic government 
Since Bjarni Benediktsson tilled that position under Steingrimur Steinthorsson 
same thirty years ago. Ever since that time, members of the Progressive Party 
and the Social Democratic Party have taken turns conducting foreign affairs in 
the Icelandic government. We do not mean by saying this that we can determine 
that the heads of these parties have not been responsible in their duties; but, 
rather that the Social Democratic Party and the Progressive Party have not 

been as much in agreement among themselves in foreign affairs and defense matters 
as the Independence Party has. 


The foreign affairs agenda from the latest national camgress of the Independence 
Party closed with’ these words: "A new generation is beginning to take active 
part in Icelandic political life, a generation which was born after Iceland 
became independent and which has grown up with the idea that Iceland is a 
member of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, cooperating with the United 
States. This generation does not want to see Iceland open to everybody; it 
wants peace and freedom and it wants steps to '« taken to insure this peace 

and freedom. It does not want to keep the status quo, but rather wishes that 
the Icelandic people participate more actively in the defense of our country 
and in defense cooperation with Western nations." 


It is a fact that the Independence Party has never abandoned its significant 
role in foreign affairs. It has never followed opportunistic policies or 
used foreign affairs for political horse-trading. We ought to stop and think, 
now and then, about how immensely significant this fact is for our nation's 
Status abroad, in connection with the battles over our territorial waters over 
the past thirty years, for example. It can be assumed from the speech by 
Kjartan Gunnarsson, the Independence Party Secretary, and fram the party's 
national congress agenda, that we can expect new statements on security issues 
from the Independence Party. Actually, however, they have already presented 
their opinions for discussion some time ago. But discussions about Iceland's 
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security issues should not occupy themselves with extraneous detail or pointless 
controversy. The Security Committee publication camecerning the military impor- 
tance of the seas around Iceland should focus on more careful discussion of the 
main issues. 


Kjartan Gunnarsson closed his speech with this timely reminder: "The respon- 
sibility and initiative for security issues of a particular nation should always 
be in the hands of that nation. We can hardly deliver such a precious possession 
to foreigners. But since we have not shown any foresight, willingness to make 
policy, or fearlessness in recognizing the political facts about our strategic 
environment, we have never taken care of our national security the way we 

should have."

[Text] Rome--The Salvadoran Revolutionary Democratic Front's [FDR] repre- 
sentative in Italy, Antonio Aguilar, has been received by PCI Secretary 
General Enrico Berlinguer. Having conveyed to Comrade Berlinguer the fra- 
terral greetings of the FDR's leadership and of its chairman, Guillermo Ungo, 
the FDR representative discussed the latest developments in the Saivadoran 
situation. 


Antonio Aguilar mentioned the content of Napoleon Duarte's recent interview 
to major Italian newspapers, in which the president of the junta tries to 
justify his policy in terms of the surmounting of "opposite forms of 
extremism" by means of the 28 March elections, from which the FDR parties 
allegedly decided unilaterally to withdraw. 


It is enough to recall that the announcement of the elections coincided with 
the capture of six members of the FDR leadership (Social Christians, social- 
ists and communists) at a meeting in San Salvador's Jesuit College and with 
their immediate assassination by troops belonging to the junta headed by 
Duarte to understand the shameless cynicism of his statements to the Italian 
press and the real goals of the imminent pseudo-consultation of the people. 


Last, Aguilar stressed that the FDR and its fighting organization supported 
last fall's proposals, taken up a few days ago by Mexican President Jose 
Lopez Portillo and by the Nicaraguan Government, as the basis for starting 
unbiased negotiations among all the conflicting sides in El Salvador, for 
the country's real pacification and for the expression of the will of its 
people, freed from all pressures and interference. The rejection of these 
proposals by the Duarte junta and the Reagan administration is a reminder of 
the need for a renewed demand from all parts of the world--and primarily 
Europe--for the start of negotiations to put an end to civil war in El 
Salvador, to prevent the internationalization of the conflict implicit in 
the plan disclosed a few days ago by President Reagan and to help resolve 
the crisis assailing the Central American region. 
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Enrico Berlinguer expressed to Antonio Aguilar the Italian communists’ deep 
solidarity with the FDR's struggle in El Salvador, their support for the 
platform of proposals put forward for a peaceful solution to the conflict and 
a pledge to further develop the political campaign and mass initiatives to 
step up and extend the demand that our country too should make its contribu- 
tion to solving the crisis in the interests of El Salvador's people and of 
peace and self-determination in the Central American region and in the world. 


Enrico Berlinguer expressed the conviction that the Italian people's masses

OPINION POLL PROBES DUTCH VIEWS OF UNITED STATES 
PM101613 Amsterdam DE VOLKSKRANT in Dutch 6 Mar 82 p 1 
[Unattributed report: "Fall in U.S. Prestige in Netherlands"] 


[Text] Amsterdam--The majority of Netherlanders are now more criticial of 
the United States than they were 2 years ago. Almost 50 percent of 
Netherlanders would like to make West Europe independent of the United 
States in the defense field. Around one-third consider the United States 
to be a major danger to world peace. 


These are the most striking results of a poll carried out amongst a repre- 
sentative sample of the Netherlands population into attitudes toward the 
United States. The poll was carried out under the direction of 

Dr Maurice de Hond by interview for DE VOLKSKRANT. 


Of those interviewed 55 percent said that they were more critical of the 
United States than they were 2 years ago. For 35 percent their critical 
or uncritical views have remained the same. Three percent are now less 
critical of the United States. 


Critical attitudes are stronger the younger the interviewee and the more 
leftwing his voting behavior. However, half of those who support the people's 
party for freedom and democracy confessed to a more critical view of the 
United States. 


In the light of the fact that West Europe is today partially dependent on the 
United States for its defense, 48 percent of those interviewed said that the 
West European nations should arrange their defenses without help from the 
United States. Around 40 percent took the opposite view. Here too, support 
for the alliance with the United States was least warm among younger people 
and those to the left, although Democrats '66 voters were somewhat more 
critical than labor party supporters. More than half of Christian Democratic 
appeal and people's party for freedom and democracy voters had no objections 
to the West European military dependence on the United States. 
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Almost 46 percent of those interviewed considered the United States to be a 
loyal ally, a view rejected by around 38 percent. It is striking that the 
percentage of women who have confidence in Washington is much smaller than 
that of men--around 35 percent against 56 percent. 


Almost 37 percent of those interviewed see the United States as a major 

danger to world peace, almost 33 percent see it as a lesser danger, while 

20 percent see no danger coming from Washington. On the whole more people 
consider today's Soviet Union rather than the United States to be a danger 

to world peace to some degree; but at present labor party supporters consider 
the United States to be a greater danger to world peace than the Soviet Union. 
The two countries achieved more or less the same score on the danger scale 
with Democrats '66 voters. 


The view of the United seems to have a lot to do with who is president. Almost 
70 percent of those interviewed said that the incumbent in the White House 


made an important difference to the U.S. contribution to world peace. Almost 
20 percent said that it made no difference.

DECLINE IN LABOR PARTY SUPPORT VIEWED

[Text | The Labor Party is eligible for the Guinness Book of Records. In Dutch 
relations it is unknown for a political party with such a long tradition as the 
Labor Party [ Pva | to have gambled away the trust of its own voters in such a 
short time and to such a great extent. The last polls of Maurice de Hondt in- 
dicate that the PvdA would only get from 25 to 30 Chamber seats at this moment. 
Even the historic decline of the KVP [(former) Catholic People's Party] from 

50 to 27 seats took more than 9 years. The PvdA seems to be succeeding in 
attaining the same loss in less than one year. From 53 seats to 25-30. And 
that in a politically rather stable country such as ours. 


Earlier than the KVP, the PvdA encountered a gradual decline in the sixties. From 
around 50 seats during the fifties, to 43 in 1963, to 37 in 1967. The decline of 
the KVP has often been blamed on "Schmelzer's Night" when the KVP brought down 
its own prime minister Cals. hut it is not a coincidence that the two Large 
political power blocs, PvdA and KVP, so clearly regressed during that period. 
With the increase of prosperity and the individualization of Dutch society 
coupled with it, particularly the parties which depended on a clearly recog- 
nizable group identification encountered problems. The PvdA as workers" party, 
the KVP as an exclusive club for Roman Catholics. 


The term /deconfessionalization/, often used in that context, unjustly caused one 
to surmise that only confessional parties: the KVP, ARP | (former)Anti-Revolution- 
ary Party] and CHU [(former)Christian Historical Union], would suffer. Also the 
fact that the PvdA was recovering slightly in 1971 strengthened that appearance. 
But at that time it was in essence a matter of de-ideologizing. The people of 
the welfare state, feeling themselves of age, turned out to be less easily pro- 
grammable in traditional group ideologies. Both the PvdA and KVP had to change 
course. As is clear today, the course change of the KVP was more structural and 
well-thought out than that of the PvdA. 


The KVP decided to put its stakes on ecumenicalism. The exclusiveness of 
Catholicism was exchanged for the somewhat amorphous concept /Christian Democracy /. 
It opened the road toward decreased commitment, useful in a period of emancipation 
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of individual thinking, while a common tie, that of being Christian, was being 
maintained. The KVP has succeeded in its intention so far. The CDA [ Christian 
Democratic Appeal | appears to have stability and is in the center of power. 


The PvdA on the other hand wanted to play more directly to the new trend in so- 
ciety. Under the New Left's pressure, it took the road of searching for new 
challenges. Of reorganizing adherents and fighting together for new freedoms. 
With that, the PvdA left the ideology of democratic socialism, and then former 
Prime Minister Dr Drees also left the PvdA. The Labor Party became the asylum 
for anyone who under the banner of progressiveness questioned the norms of 
society. In distributing the continually growing prosperity, more attention was 
given to all sorts of immaterial imperfections. The welfare worker, preventive- 
and other social workers, and the women's libber demanded and received room. 


The PvdA became the club of the newly emancipated. As long as there was enough 
to divide, no one noticed. Growing prosperity also gives the luxury of growing 
tolerance. 


In those years our social security system was, moreover, greatly expanded. The 
lower incomes grew more rapidly than the high ones. But that was not an exclusive 
hobby of the PvdA. The confessional parties and the VVD [People's Party for 
Freedom and Democracy | devoted at least as much attention to that. 


Meanwhile the PvdA outdid itself in thinking up continually more desirabilities. 
Unnoticed, the party had become so trend-conscious that the hold of the leader- 
ship on the course of affairs continually decreased. The grass roots took over 
the power, and he who shouted the most received the most attention. Of course 
all those ideals cost money, but there was plenty to be divided anyway, so that 
the establishing of priorities did not seem necessary. 


The voters did not act stingily either. Their generosity reached its climax in 
1977 when the PvdA won 10 seats and, with 53 seats, was bigger than ever before. 
But the tension between desirability and reality had become too great already 
then. The PvdA gambled away the power in the cabinet formation and ended up in 
the opposition, together with the resurrected D'66 [Democrats 66 |. This party 
also professed mainly desirabilities, but in a much less dogmatic manner. With 
the turning of the tide, the voter became somewhat more critical. Gradually many 
of them turned out to be more sensitive to D'66's noncommittal penchant for 
paradise than for the dogmatic and thus more compelling approach of the PvdA. 
"Long live Change," but if there is no money for it, it can wait till tomorrow. 


Now that the PvdA has been allowed again to carry government responsibility, in 
spite of a 9-seat loss in the elections, the socialists have to make a choice. 

Try to preserve the good aspects of our social welfare state or refuse to choose 
because of not wishing to give any interest group whatsoever a slap in the face. 


Going beyond that choice, there is the question as to the PvdA's basic policy. 
Now that the pendulum of the economy is so clearly going in the other direction, 
one has to be very flexible to be able to follow the trend of society. To accede 
to a tug to the right for the sake of a big following could turn out to be at 
the expensive of credibility. Also trend parties sometimes run counter to 
themselves. That is now the case with the PvdA. Now that the stresses in 
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society once again lean toward sobriety, the PvdA is receiving the hardest blow. 
Especially now that Den Uyl has to start dismantling his own paradise. 


D'66 has a much easier time. Pragmatism with the label "progressive" on it. That 
doeSn't cost anything. That is ideal in lean years. Being open to change on a 
free ticket. That is much more fashionable than the "bourgeois right" cry that 
economizations are needed. Encouraging changes with enthusiasm, but simultaneous- 
ly keeping the purse in the right pocket with one's hand on the clasp. That is 
[D'66 Leader | Terlouw to a tee. 


On the other hand, the PvdA is in danger of losing its fashionable followers. Under 
that pressure the return to a more fundamental position appears to be the only al- 
ternative: to opt once again for a social democracy. It is not for nothing that 
that concept turns up more and more often in PvdA circles. The term "progressive" 
has been abandoned and thankfully has been taken over by Terlouw. Many in the 
PvdA long for a return of real socialism. For a party which stands firm for the 
workers in the lean years of the economy. Which opts for the really weak. Which 
dares to cut back benefits if more than one benefit per family is collected. 
Because it is a matter of maintaining our social system, [whether it is] a trend 
or basic policy. It is not a matter of less or more coercion, as Max van den Berg 
puts it. It is a matter of choice of content. 


The British paper THE ECONOMIST writes that, since there is no longer anything to 
divide but pain, Netherlanders are becoming sober again in the old-fashioned man- 
ner. THE ECONOMIST praises the policy of the CDA which as a constant party toler- 
ates deviating coalition partners. "Not a bad formula for survival, and it would 
certainly be a shame if it fell apart," writes the paper. 


For the time being the PvdA appears to opt for realism. "New Realism" it is called, 
with a feel for publicity. The PvdA top seems to opt for the social democracy. 
So far only by mouth, for there haven't been any deeds yet. No doubt that course 
will yield more voters in the long run. If the PvdA gets the time for that. 

The socialists are at the mercy of coalition partner CDA, in particular of Prime 
Minister Van Agt. He is keeping the socialists hostage and can stipulate his 
price -- with the support of CDA parliamentary group leader Lubbers, who since 
last fall has been opting for Van Agt in a remarkably consistent manner. That 
does not make things any simpler for the PvdA. But the PvdA has its fate in its 
own hands. The CDA will not break with it if the socialists are prepared to take 
a more realistic course. The CDA does not care to shoulder the suspicion for the 
third time that it is not willing or able to govern with the PvdA. To break with 
the PvdA now would cause a tug to the right for the CDA. 


In any event, Wim Meijer, the chairman of the PvdA parliamentary group in the 
Second Chamber, did not react realistically to the most recent public opinion 

poll. He tries to put the blame on the CDA and D‘'66. Perhaps Wim Meijer was 
thinking, too much about Jean-Paul Sartre's: “Hell is other people.” Meijer demands 
"signals" from the CDA and D'66 which would show that these parties agree with the 
policy line of the PvdA. But Meijer's calling for help impresses the coalition 
partners very little. More likely they are rubbing their hands with joy that the 
socialists have had a little slap in the face again. 
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From the book “The Irresistible Rise of Jan Terlouw” it is even more obvious how 
little love there really is between D'66 and PvdA. Terlouw doesn't admit that, 
of course, and says officially that the PvdA "does not react strongly enough" to 
the socioeconomic situation." Very nicely put. He means that the PvdA is doing 
things wrong.

[fext/ By calling for a quick adjournment of the Madrid CSCE 
follow-up conference, foreign minister Pierre Aubert caused a 
stir, some criticism and some misunderstandings both at home 
and abroad. Was this a mistake or is he really worried about 
the Helsinki agreement 7 


Aubert: My proposal has neither disappeared, nor have I retracted it, as some 
have said. I made the proposal during an informal gathering one day after the 
session took place at which the Madrid conference held itself up to ridicule— 
or better still and more importantly: at which the Helsinki process was held 
up to ridicule, Last year, the neutrals and the non-aligned countries worked 
out a draft of a final act for the Madrid conference... 


WELTWOCHE: ..2.a document which would have helped CSCE make some small pro- 
gress in the area of human rights among others... 


Aubert: .e.ea document which even the East bloc countries and Soviet foreign 
minister Gromyko himself were prepared to accept as a basis for further nego- 
tiations in January 1982. If the events in Poland had not taken place, that 
proposal by the neutrals and the non-aligned would have come up for discussion 
in Madrid on 9 February. But by that day the atmosphere was such that no dis- 
cussion could take place. In such a situation, one must have the courage to 
face the truth—in order to save the Helsinki process by calling for an ad- 
journment and not in order to play a star part, as the WELTWOCHE's Madrid 
correspondent chose to put it. 


WELTWOCHE: But the fact that it was Switzerland that issued the call for ad- 
journment was not understood by everyone, 


Aubert: If an East bloc country had made it, the West would have rejected 


it—-and vice versa, A consensus, such as is needed in CSCE, could not have 
been achieved, 
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WELTWOCHE: Consensus is one thing. But you decided to go it alone! 


Aubert: For 14 months, since September 1980, we have been working closely 
together with the neutrals and the non-aligned who between them decided in 
January 1982 not to let the conference go on for 3 or 4 weeks beyond February 
once the situation had deteriorated because of the events in Poland. And you 
may be sure that all the conference participants will agree to the postpone- 
ment in the end, Do you seriously believe the neutrals would have put their 
signature to a new document which they knew would be flagrantly violated the 
moment it was signed ? Switzerland was not prepared to do so. That was our 
firm position, 


WELTWOCHE: But is there not a danger that the adjournment will kill the 
Helsinki agreement and simply let it die out ? 


Aubert: The way things were, if the conference had been permitted to go on, 
you may be sure that CSCE would have been endangered. 


WELTWOCHE: Do you really think the situation will be better when the confe- 
rence reconvenes in October ? 


Aubert: Permit me to be skeptical. The climate is not as favorable as it was 
in August 1975 when the Helsinki final act was signed. Today, it is hardly 
likely that it would still be signed. But I de not want to be overly pessimis- 
tic, As before, we hope the situation will improve a little and that we will 
be able to make just a little bit of progress. We are in favor of continuing 
the dialogue because it is very important for us to be able to participate in 
this as equal partners. 


WELTWOCHE: This amounts to a more active Swiss foreign policy which 4s yet 
is not understood by all and sundry. 


Aubert: Because Swiss people are interested in foreign policy but not as 
much in a Swiss foreign policy. There are some who even feel that Switzerland 
should not have a foreign policy at all, The interdependent character of in- 
ternational relations makes it impossible for us simply to withdraw to our 
little chalet, shut the windows and say: ‘what happens outside is of no con- 
cern to us, for we are neutral.’ But if we do not participate in the quick- 
paced setting of international affairs, then I do not know to what a fate we 
will be condemned, 


WELTWOCHE: That brings us to the question of Switzerland and the United Na- 
tions. There is the federal council's message in 1982, but there will probab- 
ly not be a plebiscite about joining the UN until 1984, Are we not running 
the risk that the whole question will have 'kone stale" by: then ? 


Aubert: That worries us, too; the more so, since we have an election year 
coming up. The whole thing is a communications problem, The Swiss people are 
not well enough informed, We must start a campaign—not a one-sided case but 
an honest disclosure of the pros and cons of joining and an open admission 
that the UN is no more and no less than a true mirror image of international 
society. It does not look terribiy pretty; but that is no reason to stay out. 
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WELTWOCHE: As successor to ambassador Marcuard, who is resigning, you have 
named ambassador Francesca Pometta, who is the main author of the document on 
joining the UN, as our observer there, Was it a good idea to send her over- 
seas at the very time the information campaign is about to get underway ? 


Aubert: Even if Ms Pometta was one of the main authors of the federal coun- 
cil's message, it was a joint effort by various ministries—particularly by 
department III of the foreign ministry, which we have every intention of up- 
grading once again in view of the importance of the internatioml1 organiza- 
tions. Under the circumstances, we need to name a German Swiss as head of the 
UN information program, We could have made no better choice than Ms Pometta 
to succeed the UN observer who is resigning. 


WELTWOCHE: It would seem that you are looking for a German Swiss particular- 
ly because resistance to joining the United Nations—as our WELTWOCHE survey 

showed-——is much more pronounced in the German part of Switzerland than in the 
French and Italian parts where a majority is in favor of it. 


Aubert: Whoever is res onsible for the information program must be unassail- 
able—regardless of which part of the country the head of the new foreign 
ministry directorate for international organizations hails from. The informa- 
tion program will be under his general direction but he will not himself go 
on the stump to get the campaign going. That will have to be done by someone 
else—-and this campaign must under no circumstances be turned into an official 
propaganda crusade, 


Policy towards Israel, South Africa 
Zurich DIE WELTWOCHE in German 24 Feb 82 p 17 


WELTWOCHE: During your time in office you have been under fire on several 
occasions, Let me just mention South Africa and Israel... 


Aubert: How was that again: South Africa ? 


WELTWOCHE: On your trip to Africa, there was that communique issued in Lagos 
where you came out against apartheid in South Africa, 


Aubert: Whenever that story is brought up again, I have to laugh. But let me 
set the record straight. That communique dated 17 January 1979 contained ex- 
actly the same language ambassador Lindt used in 1968 at the UN conference in 
Tehran, And he in turn was merely repeating what the federal council had said. 
You no doubt know that an ambassador does not have the right to speak out on 
apartheid unless the government gave him the green light first. We have had 
the same policy—from 1968 to this day. It is just a question of wanting to 
misinformee.e 


WELTWOCHE: What about Israel then and the Mideast ? 
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Aubert: The Golan Heights 7” 


WHLTWOCHE: ...the placing of which under Israeli sovereignty or should we 
say annexation the foreign ministry termed a “unilateral act" to the chagrin 
of the Jerusalem governmert... 


Aubert: Let me say first off that Switzerland has stressed often enough that 
she is a nation that adheres to the rule of law. We want to see the law adhe- 
red to and that is why we have always tried to respect international law and 
to keep to the commitments we have made. "Pacta sunt servanda."” The unilateral 
step taken by Jerusalem on the question of the Golan Heights is contrary to 
international law which forbids the annexation of territory occupied by force. 


WELTWOCHE: What about the business of the social agreement with Jerusalem 
that we did not sign ? 


Aubert: Since 1979, the two delegations from Switzerland and Israel have 
been working on an agreement on various social questions—particularly on 
old-age and survivors’ insurance, This is the kind of agreement we have con- 
cluded with a number of nations, including some in the East bloc. It was due 
to be signed in Jerusalem in the spring of 1981. In July 1980, Israel then 
asked us to advance the date to 11 August to which we agreed. But on 430 July, 
the Knesset unilaterally designated Jerusalem as the “eternal and indivisible 
capital of Israel." We then learned what had been kept secret from us—that 
the signing ceremony would be a big event with extraordinary media coverage 
designed to show that even a neutral country was ready to sign an internatio- 
nal agreement in the eternal capital of Israel. We would thus have been the 
first nation to put our blessing on a violation of international law by par- 
ticipating in this ceremonious act, | 


WELTWOCHE: Isn't it hard, Mr Aubert, to be Swiss foreign minister and a 
socialist at the same time ? I am thinking in particular of the criticism 
voiced by members of your own party. 


Aubert: Foreign policy does not excite the masses as much as the price of 
milk, It is difficult to get people interested in foreign policy and to ex- 
plain it to them because we cannot always tell them everything. There are 
state secrets, confidential matters we simply cannot divulge. This makes 
contacts difficult. Also, to be quite open about it, there are language dif- 
ferences and differences of temperament which do not make understanding 
any easier. To be from the French part of Switzerland and foreign minister 
and a socialist—which is to say a member of a minority party—all that makes 
my work a good deal harder, For another thing, it is a collective policy we 
pursue—the policy of the federal council——and there are certain socialists 
here and there as well as members of other parties who may not particularly 
care for it,

SPD REPORT ON CHANGES IN ARMS EXPORTS GUIDELINES 
Summary of Guidelines 
Bonn WEHRDIENST in German 25 Jan 82 pp 4-5 


[Text] The Arms Export Study Group (see WEHRDIENST, 832/82) obtained detailed 
information on the licensing procedure and in this connection interviewed 

ministerial counsellors Dieter Engel (Federal Economy Ministry, Desk IV B 4, . 
02 28/615-3505) on the KWKG (War Weapons Control Law), Christoph Haase (Fede- 

ral Economy Ministry, Desk V A 4, 02 28/615-3733) on the AWG (Foreign Trade 

Law), and Dr Heinz Glaeser (Federal Defense Ministry, Subsection for Arma- 

ments II, 02 28/12-4929). Here is the chapter on the procedure involved in 

the export of weapons of war from the SPD [Socialist Party of Germany] report: 


Licensing Procedure 


The arms producer must direct preliminary inquiries to the AA (Foreign Office) 
which will decide after consultation with the Federal Defense Ministry and the 
BMWi (federal economy minister). 


Applications--unless the Federal Interior Ministry or the BMVg [Federal Defense 
Ministry] are competent--must be addressed to the BMWi who, after joint con- 
sultation with the AA and the BMVg, will make his decision. 


Examination procedure for applications for the export of weapons of war to 
"miscellaneous countries": 


AA, with predominant competence in foreign policy aspects, 
BMVg covering security policy aspects, 


BMWi, involved on a second-ranking level, handling foreign trade and domestic 
trade aspects. 


Decisions by BSR (Federal Security Council) 


If the ministries participating in the examination procedure disagree in their 
comments and opinions (something which has not happened since 1975), the matter 
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is submitted to the BSR. The BSR decision then forms the foundation for the 
licensing decisions which are made by the BMWi in agreement with the AA. 


War weapons exports to "miscellaneous countries," which represent politically 


important cases, are discussed in the BSR. Here are the criteria: 

Type of weapons systems, for example, all warship exports, 

Quantity, 

Degree to which war weapons are modern, 

Exports which involve followup shipments, 

First-time exports (weapons systems, receiving country), 

Exports to certain specific countries. 

In terms of the quantity involved, about 90 percent of the BSR decisions in- 
volve preliminary inquiries. In terms of the total licensing value (prelimi- 
nary inquiries and applications), a growing share was taken up by warships 
during the second half of the seventies and these cases were decided almost 
without exception by the BSR in the course of the preliminary inquiry pro- 
cedure (1979: 89 percent). 

The decision as to whether an application filed with the BMWi is to be sub- 
mitted to the BSR is made after coordination with the competent sections and 
with the involvement of the agency's political directorate. 

Armament Cooperation 

The political foundations for armament cooperation, including the entire pro- 


blem complex of armament exports, are covered in the 1977 "Flaechenpapier" 
[area paper] which is classified "Secret." 


Deals with Chile, Saudi Arabia 
Bonn WEHRDIENST in German 25 Jan 82 pp I-III 


[Text] On German arms exports. Passages from text of most 
important chapters in report issued by AG RueEx (Arms Ex- 
port Study Group) of the SPD Lower House delegation, dated 
24 November 1981. 


Submarine Export to Chile 


"The production of two submarines for Chile by HDW [Howaldtswerke/Deutsche 
Werft] in Kiel, which was approved by the Federal Government, raises two pro- 
blems: 
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"1. HDW Kiel, South Plant, is essentially suitable for the production of sub- 
marines by virtue of its equipment. This shipyard's :apacity however is not 
fully utilized in meeting the requirements of thé West German Navy and the 
requirements of other alliance partners. 


"AG RueEx confirms the delegation decision of 14 March 1978 and the political 
analysis prepared by the Arms Export Study Group of 16 March 1978 according 

to which arms exports outside the alliance basically must not be an instrument 
of labor market policy and according to which arms exports cannot be considered 
as a solution to structural policy problems. 


"The AG has discussed the problem of maintaining the nation's armament capacity 
and has made a distinction here between the following areas which can be cover- 
ed by the concept of armament capacity: 


"knowhow area, research and development area, 
production area (in terms of material and personnel), 
areas with relative flexibility (for example, rifles), 
areas with less flexibility (for example, submarines). 
"The AG has arrived at the following findings: 


"A division of labor in the alliance--which would mean that the Federal Re- 
public would become a- "buyer-only~state' which merely supplies personnel for 
the weapons and equipment to be purchased and which moreover offers host nation 
support--caiinot be advocated in terms of security and economic policy. 


"Planning measures which lead to a meaningful division of research and develop- 
ment as well as production capacities in the alliance are worth looking into 
(in the national and alliance context). 


"The maintenance of production capacity at HDW Kiel, South Plant, is required 
in terms of security policy even if this capacity can be secured only through 
the export of submarines outside NATO. 


"2. The export of both submarines to Chile is rejected by AG RueEx. This is 
in line with the 17 December 1974 demand of the social democratic Lower House 
delegation and the 1975 Mannheim and 1977 Hamburg SPD federal congresses. The 
license for the production of two submarines for Chile in Kiel, which was is- 
sued by the Federal Government, does not violate currently applicable legal 
provisions (KWKG) or the applicable guideline of the Federal Government but 

it is the view of the SPD Lower House delegation and the Arms Export Study 
Group that this license is politically problematical. 


"The study group has discussed the legal, political, and financial problems 
which are connected with pulling out of this arms cooperation with Chile. It 











expects the Federal Government to look for ways to stop these submarine deli- 
veries. It welcomes corresponding promises from Federal Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt and realizes that these efforts by the Federal Government have not yet 
been completed." 


Arms Cooperation With Saudi Arabia 


"Here are the general political conditions. It is especially the justification 
of Saudi interests which makes it clear that this country believes that it is 

in an area of tension, at any rate, that it believes that it is in danger. This 
is confirmed by the observation made by the BSR in February 1977 according to 
which the entire Gulf region is an area of tension. This still applies and 
will continue to apply for an unforeseeable interval of time, naturally also 
depending upon whether the criterion of "tension area’ will or will not remain 

a factor in deciding on German arms exports. 


"Crude Oi) Supply Assurance 


"1. The FRO's existing dependence on supply of crude oil from the OPEC coun- 
tries in the Gulf region cannot be decisively reduced by exporting weapons of 
war to Saudi Arabia. 


"2. The possible advantages of an assured supply do not appear sufficiently 
great and calculable to justify a loosening of restrictive government guide- 
lines for arms exports. 


"Package Deal 


"1. The study group is not in a position to provide a justified estimate as 
to whether arms exports to Saudi Arabia will have a comprehensive, major posi- 
tive effect on civilian businesses and to what extent negative effects might 
arise in case of a negative decision. 


"2. Civilian exports depend primarily on the quality of deliveries and on the 
way in which the contracts are handled. As shows by the example of Japan, they 
are not tied to armament exports. 


"3. The introduction of package deals can create additional points of depend- 
ence. The Federal Republic can thus become vulnerable to pressure in terms of 
additional arms exports. 


"4. A rejection of arms exports to Saudi Arabia is bound to be considered as 
a case of discrimination in Riyyad if other countries were to get such ship- 
ments. The feeling of discrimination would thus be justified if the guide- 
lines were to be relaxed in dealing with other countries but not in dealing 
with Saudi Arabia. 


"5. Discrimination against Saudi Arabia would lead us to expect politically 
and economically negative effects. 
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"6. To avoid pressure arising from package deals, the Japanese attitude-- 
which generally rejects arms exports--has so far been the most successful. 


"7. Preferential treatment on all questions of economic and technical coopeta- 
tion, outside the arms export field, could be offered to Saudi Arabia. 


"Arms exports as alliance policy. The Federal Republic should, on its own, 
and in the interest of the alliance, make a contribution to stability in the 
Gulf region. Arms exports are not a good idea in this respect and that is the 
majority opinion in the study group. 


"Arms Exports As Instruments in Regional Stabilization 


"Ll. The region, in which Saudi Arabia is centrally located, is particularly 
unstable, 


"2. One cannot assume for certain that the delivery of war weapons to Saudi 
Arabia will establish a balance in the region or can stabilize the situation. 


"3, One cannot rule out the possibility that weapons exports by West Germany 
to Saudi Arabia would be balanced out by weapons exports from other countries 
to other countries in the region. 


"4. One cannot rule out the ibt ' 
possibl-lity that Sauid Arabia might 
its need for weapons of war through cther exporting countries’ be able to meet 


"5. The Gulf region is a region in whose stability the Federal Republic is 
particularly interested. The study group doubts that this problem can be 
solved through weapons exports." 


Weapons Exports and Joint Production Efforts 


"Joint production efforts are desirable in terms of alliance policy; in the 
view of arms exports, they do in fact represent the way through which the 
Federal Government's restrictive guidelines have already been circumvented so 
far. 


"There are two models here: 


"The 'MILAN mocel' [illegible in photostat], in which the Federal Government 
in fact has no way to influence the arms export policy of the joint producer, 
in other words, France in this case. 


"The 'Tornado model' where the export of this weapons system by a joint pro- 
ducer (Great Britain, Italy, Germany) depends on the approval of the others. 


"In practice, the effectiveness of the contractual veto right is poor; the 
Federal Government cannot force other countries to accept its restrictive arms 
export policy. This problem complex would not arise if individual partners 
were to produce entire weapons systems to meet the need of the entire alliance. 
This theoretical approach cannot be implemented in practice. 
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"There is agreement in the study group to the effect that models for joint 
production in the arms sector, in addition to arms export aspects, must above 
all be discussed in the light of foreign and alliance policy aspects. The 
possibility of shifting national, bilateral and/or multilateral arms policy 
decisions to the EC/WEU level would not lead to a solution of arms export 
policy problems. This also applies to other multilateral bodies because one 
must assume that other partners in joint arms production will not follow the 
restrictive arms export policy of the Federal Government. 


"Specific comments on joint production: 


"1. Cost aspects: It is doubtful whether joint production will reduce the 
costs of weapons systems. The factor of larger numbers of units, which would 
reduce the price per unit or system, is often countered by the cost factor 
connected with differing national requirements and interests as well as cur- 
rency developments (Tornado). 


"2. Alliance aspects: Joint production efforts could be worthwhile in terms 
of foreign policy. They are an instrument of alliance policy concatenation. 
They can increase the clout of European alliance partners also in dealing with 
the United States. These differ as to the practicability and possibility of 
using this instrument according to plan. 


"3. Arms export aspect: Obviously, arms cooperation efforts cannot be tied 
in with the requirement to the effect that joint producers adopt the restrict- 
ive arms export policy of the Federal Government. 


"Results 


"1. Contracts concluded on joint production efforts and obligations undertaken 
in this connection should remain in force without restrictions. 


"2. New contracts on joint production efforts should be signed only if this 
is necessary in terms of alliance policy.

ARGENTINA TO BUY TANKS, BALLISTIC TEST RANGE 
Hamburg DER SPIEGEL in German 1 Mar 82 pp 33-34 


[Text] Argentina is developing into the arms merchant for 
the Third World with German help. The most recent armament 
project involves a gigantic tank and missile test range. 


The planners were mainly concerned with freely exploiting the order. Kloeckner 
Industrie-Anlagen GmbH [Incorporated] let the customer know that they were not 
above going after the dribdrabs and dirty jobs either. The people in Duisburg 
hinted that they would only be too happy to supply the customer with two 
garbage trucks as a supplement to this project which runs into the millions. 


Of course, the customer--the govermument of Argentina--did not want to be sat- 

isfied just with dribdrabs. The military junta in Buenos Aires has something 

much bigger in mind: with the help of German firms, the Argentinians want to 

become Latin America's leading military power through the procurement of arma- 
ments. 


On 18 September 1981, the Kloeckner factory planners submitted a detailed offer 
on an armament project which is designed to enable Argentina to advance on the 
road toward becoming one of the most important arms exporters for the Third 
World. Israel, Taiwan, South Korea, and Brazil have already specialized on 
this lucrative market with technologically simple weapons. "Fabricaciones 
Militares-Argentina," a government outfit, one of South America's biggest in- 
dustrial concerns (advertising slogan: "guarantee for victory"), has now 
moved up to the position of one of their competitors. 


Near the city of Sierra Grande, 950 kilometers south of Buenos Aires, the Argen- 
tine military leaders now want to have a highly modern test range for all kinds 
of weapons systems built for themselves. The total estimated value of "Project 
Poligono" [firing range] is $400 million. 


In addition to Kloeckner, MBB (Messerschmitt-Boelkow-Blohm), an electronics 
and aviation concern, in Ottobrunn, is also involved in the deal. Said an MBB 
insider: "We have 800 jobs depending on that project." Kloeckner will take 
care of the infrastructure and buildings, while MBB, acting as general con- 
tractor, is to take care of overall planning and special equipment. Inquiries 
about "Project Poligono" are stonewalled at MBB headquarters with a terse "no 
comment." The project has the very highest security classification on it. 
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And it is explosive enough. Layout plan No 81 440 covers four complexes: 


A ballistic test range, which in its final version is to have eight concrete- 
protected firing positions for heavy artillery pieces and tank guns with a 
range of up to 40 kilometers; 


An underwater test range for torpedo trials plus computer building; 


A central headquarters with an office wing; plus a five-story "safety and con- 
trol center" and huge laboratories and workshops; 


A missile proving ground with two launch pads, control stations, and a computer 
center. 


In addition there are radar and telemetry systems to track missile trajectories 
over longer distances. The building complexes are to be secured with a 2-meter 
high fence with three rows of barbed wire, electronic surveillance systems, 

and guard towers ("NATO illumination"). 


These security measures do make sense. The Argentine generals have for years 
been trying to overtake their rivals, Chile and Brazil, in nuclear and missile 
technology. 


The American intelligence service looked into the situation and figured out 
that the Argentinians can be the first Latin American country to build an atom 
bomb by the end of this year. To be sure, the junta so far has denied any 
intention to do so and even signed the atomic test ban treaty but it did not 
ratify it. 


Near the international airport for the capital of Argentina, at Ezeiza, the 
military leaders recently began operating a secret nuclear fuel reprocessing 
plant. The plant compound includes a laboratory for nuclear fusion and a fac- 
tory for making special alloys. 


The Argentinians are also moving ahead in missile technology. According to 
CIA reports, their air force already has a missile type which is suitable for 
carrying atomic warheads. A missile test range of course fits in perfectly 
with this explosive concept. 


There is a tradition for German-Argentine arms cooperation. Although, accord- 
ing to a cabinet resolution of 1971, no war materiel may be shipped into areas 
of tension, the West German arms makers mostly almost without any trouble 
manage to get export licenses for trade with Argentina. 


This country, with one of South America's strictest military regimes, is not 

considered an area of tension even according to the Bonn definition. But the 
phraseology is deceptive: according to an estimate by Amnesty International, 
as many as 15,000 members of the opposition have disappeared without trace in 
Argentina since 1975. 
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This domestic pressure is paralleled toward the outside by the militaristic 
posture of trying to impress; a border conflict has been smoldering between 
Chile and Argentina since the autumn of 1978. Blackout exercises were conduct- 
ed in Buenos Aires once again for the first time since 1945 and warships of 
both countries faced each other at point-blank range at Cape Hoorn. But the 
Bonn government does not consider the situation to be threatening. "Occasional 
demonstrations of military presence," said State Secretary Martin Gruener of 
the Economic Ministry rather soothingly, do not disturb the "otherwise friendly 
relations" between the two countries. 


But the border conflict between Argentina and Chile involves more than just 
boundary markers. Huge petroleum deposits are presumed to exist in the dis- 
puted land and sea region around Cape Hoorn. Besides, both countries are dis- 
puting navigation rights in the Beagle Channel and access to the tremen- 
dous raw material reservoirs in the Antarctic; this is why Cape Hoorn will be- 
come a potential focus of crisis during the next several years. 


The people in Bonn feel that trade with Argentina is important also in politi- 
cal terms: in view of the increased presence of the Soviet fleet in the South 
Atlantic--according to the rule of thumb in Hans-Dietrich Genscher's Foreign 
Office--the Federal Republic has "an inherent interest of its own in strength- 
ening the Argentine fleet." 


The German shipyards along the North Sea and the Baltic are grateful; over 

the past 5 years, they have been raking in Argentine armament contracts running 
into the billions. Without any objection from Bonn, the Hamburg shipbuilders 
Blohm + Voss were able in December 1978 to sign an agreement for the delivery 
of four multipurpose frigates of the "Meko 360" type. Six corvettes are being 
built in Argentina with German help. The deal involving one submarine and 
parts for another submarine likewise was processed through all agencies just 

as briskly. 


The people in Bonn have always been open-minded when it came to warships. In 
the Defense Ministry, Hans Apel's dictum is still in force: countries that do 
not belong to NATO "can get any number of submarines from us but not a single 
tank." 


But that saying is now outdated: the export of complete tanks is mostly not 
even necessary any longer and often makes no sense economically speaking. The 
vehicles are being built by customers, sometimes with minor changes, on a 
license basis and they are then sold to third parties. That eliminates the 
rather bothersome licensing procedure and business, above all with developing 
countries, is booming; Argentina is gradually developing into a profitable 
sales base for West German armament enterprises. An outstanding example of 
such cooperation is the TAM (Tanque Argentine Mediano [Argentine medium tank]) 
battle tank. By the middle of the seventies, the Argentinians wanted to re- 
place their obsolete "Sherman" tank with the German "Leopard." But the latter 
had two serious disadvantages. It is too heavy for Argentina's bridges and 
above all, it may not be exported everywhere. 
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The tank builders in Kassel, Thyssen Henschel, knew just what to do: on the 
basis of the "Marder" West German Armed Forces APC, they designed a vehicle 
which weighs only 30 tons but which has just as much fighting power as the 
"Leo. " 


Three prototypes were shipped to Argentina with Bonn's approval. Since 1977, 
TAM tanks have been rolling off the assembly line--made with parts from West 
Germany--in Boulogne, a suburb of Buenos Aires. Even the gtee] for the chassis 
is supplied by Thyssen while MTU [Motor and Turbine Union] at Friedrichshafen 
supplies the engines. 


All in all, the Argentinians want to build 1,500 TAM, in other words, five 
times more than they need for their own army. Most of these tanks will be ex- 
ported. Pakistan has already ordered 400 TAM and the Saudis and the Chinese 
indicated great interest. 


This gray arms export also works smoothly when it comes to aircraft construc- 
tion. The two-seat jet trainer IA-63--produced by Fabrica Militar de Aviones 

in Cordoba--reveals startling similarity to the German-French Alpha-Jet. This 
is no black magic: Alpha-Jet producer Dornier in Friedrichshafen is responsible 
for “technical consultation." 


But more difficulties might arise in connection with "Project Poligono." The 
final order for the construction of the test range has not yet been given and 
no applications have been filed for export licenses. The German firms in- 
volved are cautious--for obvious reasons. 


Engineers from OTRAG [Orbital Transport and Rocket Company, Incorporated] were 
also involved--at least during the initial phase--in this project which is to 
be carried out at the Gulf of San Matias, in the vicinity of the Puerto Madryn 
naval base and the Trelew air base. 


Until 1979, this Munich firm tested militarily usable cheap rockets in Zaire 
and until a short time ago, on invitation of Muammar al-Qadhdhafi, it conducted 
rocket experiments in Libya. The Argentine military regime is involved in a 
cooperation treaty with Libya, as well as with India, which has nuclear wea- 
pons. Purpose: intensification of cooperation in the nuclear field.

ARIANE'S OBJECTIVE TO TAKE 30 PERCENT OF WORLD MARKET

'Excerpts| With the fourth flight test (LO4) of Ariane, which took place and was 
successfully completed on 20 December, the program of development and qualifica- 
tion of the European launcher came to its conclusion. Its objectives were at- 
tained. The scientific phase thus fades out of the picture making way for the 
period of commercial launchings. And as the Americans, flush with their recent 
success, mark time with respect to the Space Shuttle, the Europeans see their 
marketing prospects brightened. In a market requiring those who would share in 
it to have at their disposal all the appropriate resources... 


In reality, LO4, which was akin to an operational launching, was designed to 
achieve two principal objectives: Place the Marecs A maritime communications 
satellite (the first European flight model of an operational system) in orbit; 
and test whether the launcher can be adapted to certain specific launching con- 
Straints (especially a launch window limited to 1 hour under nighttime conditions) 
enabling it to respond to operational missions of all sorts. These objectives 
were attained, despite a leak in the liquid oxygen supply system of the third 
Stage which caused a 24-hour delay in the launching. (It is recalled that this 
fourth qualification launching had been delayed approximately 2 months owing to 
technical difficulties encountered during the integration of the Marecs A satel- 
lite.) 


Measured Optimism 


The fact remains that, aside from the conventional American launchers--Which arc 
to continue in service until 1986--the Space Shuttle is for the time being and 
will be for some years to come Ariane's principal competitor. A technology that 
has not yet been put to the test of its technical capability (particularly as 
regards reliably placing satellites of large size in orbit at an altitude of 
36,000 km) as well as its marketability. This whole technology will certainly 
be put to the test beginning next year; however, we still do not know whether 
Space Shuttle launchings will prove superior in performance to those effected by 
conventional rockets... 
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This is why, even though the Americans may be expected to react, European morale 
is for the moment very high (as of now, 25 firm orders for Ariane launchings are 
in hand, and 14 options). Objectives: To take 20 to 30 percent of the world 
market for satellite launchings during the next decade (some 200 satellites will 
probably be placed in orbit during this period in the Western world). Indeed, 
the marketing agreement signed several months ago between Arianespace, a company 
specializing in the marketing of Ariane launchings, and Grumman, is starting to 
bear fruit in the United States, the market that should account for half the 
launch orders over the next 10 years. 


But the Europeans are not giving way to illusions: Before Arianespace can hope 

to realize substantial profits, it will have to complete some 45 launchings. (As 

a matter of information, the 1984 cost of launching a satellite by means of Ariane 
will be of the order of 150 million francs, based upon 1982 economic conditions.) 


By 1986, the Ariane 4 launcher, to be developed from Ariane 3, will be capable 

of putting into orbit satellites weighing from 2 to 4.3 tons, and of effecting 
dual launchings at a 45-percent lower cost than those of the current launcher. 
The cost of this program, which is to begin in early 1982, is 1.5 billion francs. 
It should not be forgotten that the Europeans will also build, at Kourou, a new 
launching platform to be used for this new version (cost of the operation: around 
600 million francs). 


The Marecs satellite is equipped with a tri-axial orientation command system, a 
power supply subsystem to ensure full power availability during eclipses, a track- 
ing, telemetering and command system using VHF during transfer orbit, and Band C, 
via the telecommunications subsystem, once in p’ace. It is also equipped with a 
payload capable of functioning under continuous control from the ground. Its 
nominal useful life: 7 years. However, the success of LO4, quite apart from the 
orbiting of Marecs, has opened up the entire telecommunications satellite market 
to Ariane--to say nothing of the direct television, teledetection, earth obser- 
vation, and other markets. Shown here is the maquette of a telecommunications 
satellite developed by MATRA [Mechanics, Aviation and Traction Company | and 
British Aerospace.

ESA PROPOSES NEW PROGRAM, APPLICATIONS FOR SPACELAB

[ Text } Spacelab, the European space laboratory designed to be put into orbit by 
the American Space Shuttle, will be not only a priceless scientific tool but also 
the means of approaching one of the great piomises of space for the 1990's: In- 
dustry in orbit, the production, that is, of products or substances that are 
impossible to produce terrestrially because of gravity. Increasingly, as we 
know, these "wonder products"--metallic alloys, semiconductors, vaccines, and 
others--appear to be of such nature as to present new outlooks for industry. 

This explains why, as of now, the ESA [ European Space Agency | is seeking to im- 
prove Spacelab in accordance with a program it has just proposed to its member 
countries. 


In its present version, Spacelab can remain in orbit 7 days, stowed in the hold 
of the Space Shuttle, which supplies it with electrical power. Starting with its 
initial flight, scheduled for September 1983, it will enable Europe and the 
United States to undertake the making of products in the weightlessness of space, 
that could revolutionize data processing, electronics and medicine during the 
1990's. 


"But," says Jacques Collet, who heads the ESA's Space Transport Systems work on 
future projects, "work on the life sciences and materials is necessarily one of 
long duration, certainly longer than 7 days." This is why the ESA has proposed 
to its members the undertaking of a three-phase developmental program around 
Spacelab. 


An Independent Module 


First, the laboratory's ability to remain in orbit would be increased to 20 days. 
"We are prisoners of NASA, which would also have to increase the Space Shuttle's 
electric power to make this possible," says Jacques Collet, who, however, con- 
Siders there is no doubt the Americans will agree, even though this might have 
to be done later than planned. Thus, the Europeans could actually undertake now 
the necessary modifications to Spacelab.

Subsequently, the ESA would like to render Spacelab "independent" of the Shuttle: 
"Twenty days will still be short for certain experiments," explains Jacques 
Collet, "and remaining longer than that would immobilize the Shuttle for too long 
a time." The problem could be resolved, he says, by building an "independent 
module." Placed in orbit by the Shuttle, this module would have its own electric 
generator, which would enable it to be left in earth orbit for several months. 


Furthermore, it would have a maneuver motor to enable it to return to the Shuttle 
upon completion of a mission. The Shuttle would thus not have to be launched 
especially to recover the laboratory, but could bring it back at the end of any 
flight whatever. For reasons of economy, this module would not be manned. The 
experiments would be carried out automatically, by means of a system of radio 
commands Originating on the ground. In the opinion of Jacques Collet, the project 
could materialize in 1986 and would cost close to 900 million francs. 


Lastly, from a purely ambitious standpoint, Europe is beginning to show interest 
in permanently manned orbital stations. And, in this regard, it is wondering if 
it cannot play the American card. Actually, NASA is studying the possibility of 
creating, between 1990 and 1995, a Space Operations Center, a real space port 
facility at an altitude of 250 km above the earth that would serve both as a ser- 
vice station for the Shuttle and as a repair facility for certain satellites. 

In Jacques Collet's view, "The project currently being studied by Boeing is based 
on the use of several basic elements being assembled in orbit. Our idea is that 
these be developed from Spacelab, a very attractive solution a priori, since the 
configuration of the laboratory is entirely suited to the Shuttle.” 


There is a question, however, as to whether the United States will let Europe get 
a foot into the doorway of this project which, as many see it, has a military 
purpose, in that it would constitute a most practical base for space surveillance. 
This poses a crucial problem for Europe. For, if the making of products in 
weightlessness is to truly impact key industrial sectors, the Old Continent must 
become totally dependent upon NASA. 


According to Jacques Collet, this is to be the overriding concern of the next 
several years. "For the moment, nothing can be said with certainty, even though 
the future appears rich with promise. The Shuttle represents a genuine cross- 
roads in the use of space. What route will it take? Spacelab will provide the 
first answers. 
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
